ATRICK SCOTT, of Monny, Eſq; (a), (deſcended 
from Sir John Scott, Knt. of whom honourable mention 
is made in the Scotch hiſtorians, particularly for having 
delivered the city of Perth, from the dominion of the Eng- 

liſh, in 1207, ) married Catherine Drummond, daughter of the 
lord Balboch, in com. Perth. He had iſſue, firſt, Peter Scott, of 
Monny, Eſq; who married with the houſe of Graham, in Scot- 
land, but his iſſue fail'd. 8 

John Scott, Eſq; ſecond ſon, left Scotland, and ſettled in the 
Low-Countries, 1519. By his wife, Cornelia Adreſſon, he had 
iſſue, James Scott, Eſq; reſiding at Delft, in Holland, 1572, who, 
byMagdalen de Hoeſt, was father * Scott, Eſq; reliding at 
Middleburgh, in Zealand, 1600. He married Heſter Bacquier, 
by whom he had three ſons; 1 Everard Scott, Eſq; of Amſter- 
dam, whoſe deſcendants ſtill remain in thoſe parts,” and hold very 
honourable poſts in the government ; 2. , me 3. William 
Kott, Eſq; prefident of the council, governor and admiral to the 
ſtates-general. Afterwards (drawn by the encouragement then 
given to naval commerce,) he ſettled at Rouen, in France, in 
1641(b), By his intereſt, he got two regiments in Scotland, 
for the king's ſervice, of 1500 men each. And in 1652, when 
King Charles II. retir'd into France, from the fight at Wor- 
celter, he found refuge at his houſe 3 (and when the reſt of the 
Engliſh avoided him,) he received his majeſty as became him, and 
preſented him with T0001. to enable him to proceed to Paris, 
Viere he alſo aſſiſted him with money. Theſe ſeaſonable ſervices 
vere not forgot by his majeſty, at his reſtoration, for he ſent him

At length he became naturalized, and was admitted into the 
order of the nobility, by the king of France, by letters patent 
expreſs'd in very honourable terms; who alſo permitted him to 
buy the polt (a) of Secretaire du roi, which exempts thoſe who 
enjoy it from ſeveral taxes and inconceniences that other ſubjects 
are liable to, and at this preſent cofts 80000 livres, ( b) He pur- 
chaſed the lordſhips of Mezangere, Bofcheville, and Gaillon, in 
Normandy ; and, according to the cuſtom of the country, af- 
ſumed the name of his principal ſeat, writing himſelf Scott de la 
Mezangere, commonly called Monſieur de la Mezangere. He 
married Catherine, ſecond daughter of Samuel Fortrey, Eſq; lord | 
of the manor of Kew, in Surry, (deſcended of the ancient family | 
of the Fortreys, of Lifle, who, for the ſake of religion, refug't 
themſelves in England, temp.Eliz.) He died a proteſtant, 1681, 
His lady ſurviv'd him three years, and died 1684. His iſſue 
were, Sir William, his ſucceſſor; Catherine, married to Charles 
Poyer, Eſq; lord of Drummare ; Eſther, married to Thomas le 
Gardre de Colande, lord of Romiby, &c. and Mary, married to

Sir William Scott, Bart. fucceſſor to his father, was lord of Me- 
zangere, and counſellor of the parliament, in Normandy, 1683. 
He married Margaret de Rambouillet de la Sablieve, and had two 
| ſons, Sir William, and Sir Anthony, who married Elizabeth de 

Bourrer, and hath iſſue. 

Sir William Scott, ſucceeded his father. He was. marquis de 
h Mezangere, lord of Boſcheville, Gaillon, &c. of the king's 
council, and preſident of accqunts, aids, and finances, in Nor- 
mandy. He married Mary Leveze de Pais de Bois L' Abbe, maid 
of honour, and died 1723, leaving iſſue, Sir Wilkam, Fohn-An- | 
thony, Edward-Francis-Peter, and Anthony; alſo Margaret- 
Eugene Scott, all unmarried.

In 37 Henry VIII. the king, confiding in his loyalty, valour, 
induſtry, foreſight, and care, being maſter of the horſe, and knight 
of the garter (a), commiſſioned him, with Sir Thomas Wrio- 
theſly, lord-chancellor, Henry, earl of Arundel, William, lord 
d. John, chamberlain of the houſhold, to levy, array, and try all 
men able to bear arms, in the counties of Surry, Suſſex, South- 
tampton, Wilts, Oxon, and Berks, and to arm them according 
to their degrees, and to muſter them in proper places; and to 
march all his liege ſubjects ſo arrayed and tried, as well men at 
arms and archers, as other horſe and foot, by themſelves, or o- 
thers by them deputed, to ſuppreſs his enemies, as often as the 
occaſion ſhall require. The ſame year, (37 Henry VIII.) he 
was made juſtice in Eyre, of all the foreſts beyond Trent; and 
in 38 Henry VIII. was conſtituted ſtandard-bearer to the king, 
(es his father had been to Henry VII.) and was in ſuch favour 
with the king, that he appointed him one of his executors, with 
truſt likewiſe to be of the council to Prince Edward, his ſon, and 
lit him a legacy of 300l. 

This Sir =. died on the 6th of May, 1548, 3 Edw. VI. 
being then maſter of the horſe to that king, and was buried at 
Battel (5), leaving iſſue, by Alice, his wife, daughter of Sir John 
Gage, knight of the garter, four ſons, viz. Anthony, his fon and 
heir ; William Browne, Eſq; who married Anne, daughter and 
coheir of Hugh Haſtings, and attain'd by his marriage, Elſing, 
in com, Norf, from whom the Browne's, of Elling, deſcend ;

Which Anthony (e), was one of the forty knights made at the 
coronation of King Edward VI. the duke of Suffolk, the earls of 
Hertford and Ormond, with other nobles, being of the number, 
And for the more honourable reception of the prince of Spain, 
then to be married to Queen Mary, he was, on the 8th of April, 
1554, appointed maſter of his horſe : alſo in conſideration of his 
great merit, he was, by letters patent, bearing date at Hampton- 
court, the 2d of September, 1 and 2 Philip and Mary, advanced 
to the dignity of viſcount Montague, which title he choſe, by 
reaſon that the lady Lucy, his grandmother, was one of the 
daughters and coheirs to John Nevil, marquis of Montague. Af- 
ter which honour being conferr'd on him, he was, by order of 
parliament, ſent to the pope, (together with Thomas Thurlby,

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biſhop of Ely) for reducing this realm to an union with the church 7 
of Rome, and to the obedience of that ſee. 

In the fourth of Queen Mary (a ), he was lieutenant- general of 
the Engliſh forces, at the ſiege of St. Quintins, in Picardy ; : and 
afterwards, being of her privy-council, and much in her favour, 
he was conſulted in moſt affairs, during her reign; and on the 
22d of October, 1555, was inſtalled a knight of the garter, ] 

On the acoeſſion of Queen Elizabeth, he was kK © out of her 
privy-council ( 5), and in the ſecond year of her reign, on that 
grand diſpute in parliament, for aboliſhing the pope's ſupremacy, I 
and reſtoring it to the crown of this realm, he was the only peer, 
who with the earl of Shrewſbury, then voted againſt it, out of 
ſentiment of zeal and honour, as Camden has oi;ferv'd in his hi- 
ſtory of Queen Elizabeth, urging, * That it would de a very cif. i] 
< graceful reflection for England, which was fo late, and fo wel! 
reconciled to the apoſtolick ſee, to make fo ſudden a rerck 
from it: and moreover, that the hazard would be as great a3 
the ſcandal, ſhould the pope thunder out his excommunication, | 
and expoſe the nation, by that means, to the reſentment of its 
neighbouring enemies, upon the ſcore of this defection : that 
he, for his part, had by authority of parl ment, and in the | 
name of the whole body of England, tender i obedience to tie 
pope ; the performance of which, he could by no means Ciſpents | 
with.” 

In 3 Eliz. being highly eſteemed for his great prudence and 
wiſdom, though carneftly devoted to the Romith religion, he was 
thought a perſon the moſt acceptable to be employed ambaſſador 
into Spain, to ſatisfy the king of thoſe realms, what juſt cauſe 
Queen Elizabeth had, to ſend an army into Scotland, and to re- 
peeling that the pratices of the Guiſes, might be of as agg 
conſequences to his provinces in the Netherlands, as well a8 
Spain, as to England.

commonwealth. Theſe that ſo refuſed, were, Sir Abraham Rei- 
nardſon, mayor, Thomas Adams, (the perſon we are now to treat 
of,) John Langham, (anceſtor to the preſent Sir John Langham, 
Bart.) and James Bunce (e), aldermen, For which, the 
mayor was put out of his mayoralty, and he, with thoſe al- 
dermen, committed to the Tower. In April following, the three 
aldermen were to be brought to the bar of the then governing 
lords, Which they hearing of, bravely and ſtoutly, as good ci- 
tizens, and true Engliſhmen, refuſed their authority; and ſigni- 
hed to the lieutenant of the Lower, that they would not obey his 
order to bring them before the bar of that houſe, declaring their 
firm reſolution to ſtand for the defence of the eſtabliſhed laws of 
the land, and their proteſtation againſt the lords juriſdiction over

Great was his reſpect to the orthodox clergy ; thoſe who were 
* ſufferers, he charitably reliev'd ; thoſe who were labourers, he 
* bountifully encouraged. © Schiſmatical conventicles he abhorr'd, 
© but duly — the church aſſemblies. He was a ſtrenuous 
* alſertor of monarchical government, and was among the num- 
* ber of the mourners for all the abominations which were com- 
* mitted, and eſpecially for that execrable treaſon, in murdering, 
* the father, and baniſhing the ſon. Upon the account of his 
* loyalty to Charles I. of bleſſed memory, when lord-mayor, 
* his houſe was ſearch'd by the rebek then in power, ſuppoſing 
* there to have found the king. The year after, he was calt into 
the Tower, and there kept a priſoner, and for ſeveral years put 
by all publick offices and employments. Upon the account of 
bis loyalty to Charles IT. during his exile, he hazarded his eſtate, 
and life, by ſending him conſiderable ſums of money, beyond 
* fea, and when the bleſſed time came of his joyful return to his 
* throne, tho' he was in the ſeventy-third year of his age, he 
croſſed the ſea to attend his ſovereign home. He was of ſo pub- 


lick a ſpirit, that when his ſon-in-law brought him the news

of his being choſen ſheriff of London, he immediately diſmiſſeg 


the buſineſs he was about, and never after perſonally followed! 
his trade, but gave himſelf up to the city concerns. It was high 


ſtudy to know the cuſtoms and uſages, the liberties and prixi- 


leges of the city, and accordingly, his endeavour in his ſeveral# 
capacities, to preferve and maintain them, Whatfoever ho- 


nour in the city he was capable of he was choſen to; maſter of 


his company, alderman of a ward, preſident of St. Thomas's! 
hoſpital, ſeveral times burgeſs in pariiament, (tho' the iniquity$ 
of the times would not permit him to ſit,) ſheriff, and lord- 
mayor; after which, he at length Þ-:ame, and fv continued, 
many years, the father of the city; nor had he only all this ho- 
nour from the city, but his king alfo gave him the grezteit ho- 
nour he was capable of in his ſtation, making him nt only a 
knight, but a baronet, He was not only in word, but in decd, 
an aſſiſtant, a guardian, yea, a pillar of the company of crajers, 
He was a vigilant preſident of St. Thomas's hoſpital, wich 
probably had been ruin'd, but that his ſagacity and ind. firy 
diſcovered the fraud of an unjuft ſteward, In the c. urt of al- 
dermen, he was as an oracle, very ſubſervient by his grave and 
prudent counſels to the city's government. He was ſo far from 
ſelf-ſeeking, that when he was lord- mayor, he did not make 
thoſe advantages, (which uſually are) by ſelling vacant places. 


Whilſt a private tradeſman,' he was exact in commuative 


juſtice, in his bargains and contracts of buying and ſelling ; 
and when a publick magiſtrate, he was no lefs conſcientious of 
diſtributive juſtice between man and man. He built and en- 
dowed a free ſchool, with a conſiderable maintenance, for the 
education of children, at Wem, in Shropſhire, where he re- 
ceived his firſt breath. He erected an Arabick lecture at Cam- 
bridge, and ſettled upon the lecturer 401. per ann. for his pains 
in reading it, to be paid by the draper's company, for ever, 
He was at the charge of printing the Perſian goſpels, and tranſ- 
mitting them into thoſe parts, to promote the chriftian religion, 
and, (to uſe his own language,) throwing a ſtone at the fore- 
hend of Mahomet, that grand impoſtor. Thus he was ſervice- 
able in his generation to the will of God, honour of Chriſt, 
welfare of the city, benefit of country and univerſity ; nor was 
he wanting to ſerve the poor, ncither by his charity ; his hands 
were frequently open whilſt he lived, upon all occaſions ; and 
notwithſtanding many late great damages to his eftate, he hatl 
given conſiderable legacies to the poor of ſeveral pariſhes, to 
hoſpitals, to miniſters widows, and ſuch like, at his death, 
The latter years of his life, have been years of pain to him, by 
reaſon of that diſcaſe of the ſtone in the bladder, whereof he at 


laſt died; a ſtone ſo weighty, that it exceeded twenty-five i 


ounces.” Ke marricd Anne, daughter of Humphry Mane of 
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Trenton, in Eſſex, (ſhe died, Jan. 11, 1641,) and had five ſons» 
who all died 8. P. except Sir William, his ſucceflor ; he had alſa 
fur daughters, Margaret, married to Edward Clagget, of Lon- 
bn, Eſq; one who died young, Anne, married to Edward Pulton, 
of London, merchant, and Elizabeth, the wife of William Chriſt- 
mas, of London, merchant. Sir Thomas, died father ot the city, 
nd preſident of St. Thomas's hoſpital, Feb. 24, 1667, aged 
azhty-one, occaſioned by a fall, ſtepping out of his coach, 
which forced the ſtone down, and ſtopped the urinal paſſages, and 
killed him; which, when taken out of his bladder, weighed 
twenty-five ounces, having been growing forty years, and is now 
n the laboratory at Cambridge : he lies buried at Sprowſton, in 
Norfolk, (which eſtate he purchaſed,) havingthis inſcription over

HIS family were originally of Great Berkhamſted, in Hert 
fordſhire, where they were ſeated in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth; but the chief of the eſtate was acquir'd by (a) Dr. 
Henry Atkins, (fon of Richard, of Great Berkhamſted,) phy- 
ſicizn to King James I. and King Charles I. who, by Mary, 
daughter of Thomas Pizot, of Doderiſh-hall, in com. Bucks, 
Eſq; had only one ſon, Henry; this Dr. Atkins, was in ſuch great 
favour and eſteem with King James I. that he offer'd him (6) the 
firſt baronet's patent, which he in humility refus'd : he died in 
1635, aged 77, and lies buried in Cheſhunt church, in Hertford- 
ire, where, on the ſouth ſide of the chancel, is a fair monu- 
ment, about ſeven foot high, with the arms, Azure, three Bars, 
Argent, as many Bezants, in Chief, for Atkins; and a marble 
pillar on either fide, and curtains and valence before it, and 
within the curtains, the table is thus engrav'd (c): 
Henry Atkins, Dr. in Phyſick, Phyſician in Ordi- 
nary, for the Space of 32 Years, to K. James, and 
K Charles, was the Son of Richard Atkins, of Great 
Berkhamſted in this County of Hertford, Gent. and 
dyed Anno 1635, aged 77, and lyeth here interred 
in this Vault, which he cauſed to be made Anno 
1623, for himſelf, and his only Wife, Mary, whom

I find Robert de 
Stapleton, among the witneſſes to a charter of Henry de Laſcy, 
baron of Pontefract (a), wherein the ſaid Henry, confirms to that 
church, and the monks of Pontefract, with other matters, the 
church of Dardington, with the chapel of Stapilton, 

And the ſame Robert, anno 33 Hen. II. () was a beneſactar 
to the priory of Monks-Bretton, in com. Ebor. and gave them 
terram de Chudecerda, as recited in a confirmation- charter to that 
priory, made by Pope Urban III. A. D. 1186. 

In the ſeventeenth, John- Nicholas de Stapilton, was governor 
of Midleham-caſtle (c), the ſame, doubtleſs, who is called the 
ſon of Gaffry de Stapilton, in a charter of the king's, dated 12 
Henry III. unto the abby of Jorvaulx (4), confirming their poſ-

The next is, of Roger, and Robert de Stapilton, witneſſes to a 
deed of Clementia de Lungvillers, widow, granting and confirm- 
ing to the monks of Pontefract, the advowſon of the church of 
Silkſton, dated at York, 22 Henry III. This Roger (e), was 
Juſtice of aſſize, in 25 Henry III. before which time, his name 
is ſubſcribed to a dateleſs donation of Hugh de Wac, and of Joane 
de Stutevile, his wife, unto the abby of Byland (/. 

Robert, aforeſaid, was afterwards a knight, and is mentioned 
amongſt the witneſſes to a deed of John Giffard's, lord of Brims- 
held, granting lands to Glouceſter-hall, in the city of Oxon. 

After him, was another Nicholas de Stapleton, one of the juſtices 
of the common-pleas (g), 1 Ed. I. and one of the juſtices itine- 
rant in the third year of that king's reign, for the county of 
Worceſter, and in the ſixteenth, for the county of Dorſet. _ 

About this time likewiſe, was, William de Stapilton, noted in 
a charter of Richard, the fon of Ulf, of Doddewrda (), whereby, 
Richard, granted to the monaſtery of Pontefract, all his tenants, 
or men, in Doddewrda, 

By their pedigree, they deſcend from Herman, lord of Staple- 
ton, upon Teys, who was father of Allan, lord of Stapleton, or 
Stapylton; which Allan, by the daughter of John, of Tanfield, 
had iſſue, Sir John Stapleton, Knt. lord of Stapleton, who was

ried a daughter of Sir Henry Fitz-Henry: John Stapleton, his 
ſon, by Catherine, daughter of Sir Miles Hanſard, Knt. had iſſue, 
Sir Miles Stapleton, | 2h who was in the wars of Gaſcoigne, 
and had ſummons to parliament, among the barons, 6 and 7 Ed. 
II. his wife was, Barbara, daughter of Sir John Darrel, Knt. by 
whom he had, Sit Miles de Stapleton, K nt. who married the daugh- 
ter and coheir of John de Bella Aqua, or Beaulicau, (by Loderina, 
his wife, fourth ſiſter and coheir of Peter Bruce, the fifth baron 
of Skelton caſtle, in Cleveland,) and added no ſmall advantage to 
his houſe, enjoying thereby, inter alia, the manor of Carleton, 
near Snaith, in com, Ebor. which was part of her inheritance. 

He was ſeneſchal of the honour of Knareſborough, 35 Edw. I. 
as appears by the petition in parliament (a), of the brotherhood 
of Knareſborough, complaining of their being moleſted in a li- 
berty granted them in pure alms, from Edmund, earl of Corn- 
wal, to dig turves in the foreſt of Knareſborough, &c. and that 
Sir Miles, his bailiffs, and the foreſters of that foreſt, had hindred 
them ; as alſo, by another petition of Alyne, who had been the 
wife of John de Brerton, for the cuſtody of her eldeſt fon, then 
under age (b), becauſe her huſband held not of the honour of 
Knareſborough, by knights ſe:vice, but by a certain annual 
rent. 

To him ſucceeded his ſon and heir, another Sir Miles, who was 
ſummoned as a baron of parliament, A. D. 1312, and died 8 Ed. II. 
having had iſſue, by Elizabeth, his wife, daughter and ſole heir of 
Jehn de Richmond, (who brought the manor of Kirkby-Flea- 
tham, into this family,) three ſons, viz. Nicholas, Sir Miles, and 
Gilbert, of whom hereafter. 

Nicholas, was a baron of parliament, 16 Edw. III. (c) and 
died 17 Edw. III. leaving iſſue, Sir Miles, who was high theriff 
of Yorkſhire (4), from the 29th to the 33d of Edw. III. but he, 
dy his wife, the daughter of Vavaſor, left only a ſon, Thomas, 
who dying iſſueleſs, Metham, became his heir, in right of his 
wife, the ſiſter of the ſaid Thomas. 

dir Miles, the ſecond ſon, married Cicely, daughter of Sir Ro- 
bert Ufford, and of him proceeded Sir Miles, one of the knights of 
the order of the garter, at its firſt inſtitution ; of whom, Mr, 
Aſhmole, has given the following account : 

This Sir Miles (e), had firſt employment in the wars, when 
King Edw. III. made his expedition into Britany, and attended

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that king in his voyage royal. 20 Edw. III. he was at the ſiege 
of Calais. 29 Edw. III. in the king's ſervice beyond ſea, 30 
Edw. III. with Philip, brother to the king of Navarre, (which 
Philip, craving aſſiſtance from the Engliſh, for recovery of his 
lands,) the king joined this Sir Miles, in his aid ; a man of great 
integrity, and ſkilful in military affairs, faith Froiſſard; and theſe 
two, with 2000 men, paſſed thro' Normandy, burning and 
taking ſeveral towns and fortreſſes, till within nine leagues of 
Paris, and forced the French, (Philip's enemy,) to a truce, 

For this heroic act he had 1001. per ann. out of the exchequer, 
*till the king ſhould ſettle upon him an equivalent value, in lands 
and rents, 

Upon the infringement of the truce, he was conſtituted one of 
the commiſſioners to enquire about the ſame, and puniſh the vio- 
laters according to their demerits : and having married Joanc, 
daughter and heir of Sir Oliver Ingham, he died 38 Edw. III. 
and was buried at Ingham(a), a religious houſe founded by his 
wife's anceſtors, where alſo lie buried, his ſon and heir, Sir Miles, 
(under age at his father's.death,) the cuſtody of whoſe lands was 
granted to the following Sir Bryan Stapleton, Knt. and unto John, 
and Roger de Boys, until his maturity, which he, not long after 
attained, being a knight 10 Hen. IV, ſeveral of his deſcendants 
lie alſo buried at Vngham.

Sir Miles, kf named, wedded Joan, widow and reli& of Wil- 
liam Brechnells, and daughter and coheir of Sir Gerard Uifet, of 
Wighi!l, in the Aynſty of Vork city, and in her right, was ſeized 
of Wighill, Eſedike, Swanland, lands upon Hull banks, and in 
Other places.

Sir Robert Stapleton, Knt. ſucceeded in his father's patrimony, 
and having received the honour of knighthood, was high ſheriff 
of Yorkſhire, anno 23 Eliz. and met the judges (a), with ſeven 
ſcore men, in ſuitable liveries. He lived in great hoſpitality and 
eſteem : an Author, who ſeems not over favourable to his me- 
mory, ſpeaks of him (), as a man well ſpoken, properly ſeen in 
languages, a comely and goodly perſonage, had ſcarce an equal, 
and next Sir Philip Sydney, no ſuperior in England, 

This Sir Robert, married twice; his firſt lady was, Catherine, 
daughter to Sir Marmaduke Conſtable, of Everingham, Knt. by 
whom he had iſſue, four children, viz, Henry, Philip, Jane, wite 
to Chriſtopher Wyvill, Eſqz and Dorothy; whereof, Henry, 
ſucceeded his father, at Wighill, where his line yet continues ; a 
rounger branch of which was, Sir Philip Stapleton, who purchaſed

hive members of parliament King Charles I, went to the houſe of

T . IS family is of great antiquity, and ſaid to be of Saxon 
Extraction. (The name in the old German language ſig- 
nifies a perſon of a noble or generous diſpoſition,) and that it 
ſprung from one Hildegardis, The 
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The firſt we find mentioned in their pedigree is (a) Robert 
Fildeyard, of Normanby, Eſq; who was living 10 Hen. I. 110g. 
He married the daughter of Sir John Kyrton, Knt. and had if- 
ve Edmond Hildeyard, ſteward to William Dabiguenaye, firſt 
arl of Arundell, and took part with Maud, the empreſs, againſt 
King Stephen. By his wife Agnes, . K of John Langvell, 
Eq; was father of Robert, living 4 Hen. II. who had two wives, 
ict, Anne, daughter of John Iſney, alias Diſney, of Norton- 
Diſney, by whom he had iſſue Robert, John, Richard, and 
Anne. His ſecond wife was Elianor, daughter of Thomas Sain- 
ton, of Sainton, Eſq; by whom he had no iſſue. 

Sir Robert Hildyard, Knt. his ſon and heir, living temp. 
Rich, I. married the daughter of Sir Thomas Halley, of Wyam, 
Knt, by whom he had iſſue Robert, living temp. Edw. I. who 
by the daughter of the lord Delaware, had two ſons, 1. Peter, 
of Arnall ; 2. Robert, of Riſton, whoſe male iſſue failed (5). 

Peter, the eldeſt ſon and heir, married the daughter of Sir John 
de Melſa, nt. by whom he was father of Robert, who had two 
wives; firſt, Adaline, the daughter of Lovell, by whom he 
had no iſſue: his ſecond wife was Iſabella, daughter and coheir 
of Sir Robert Hilton, Knt. Lord of Swine, and Wineſtead, by 
whom he had large poſſeſſions, and a fon Sir Robert, Knt. who 
was killed at the battle of Towton, 1 Edw. IV. being a com- 
mander in that battle, for the houſe of Lancaſter. He likewiſe 
had two wives; firſt, Agnes, daughter of- Francis, relict of 
dir Richard Middleton, Knt. by whom he had no iſſue : his ſe- 
cond wife was, Catherine, ſecond daughter of Sir Thomas de la 
Haye, of Spaldington, by whom he had, 

Sir Robert Hildyard, Knt. who was a perſon of great note, in 
the reigns of Henry VI. Edward IV. and Richard III. and was 
commonly called, Robin, of Riddeſdale. About the ninth year of 
Ed. IV. he (c), together with Sir John Conyers, and others, 
headed an inſurrection in the north, made in favour of the Lan- 
caſtrians, to the number of twenty thouſand men, who, meeting 
the earl of Pembroke, at the head of eighteen thouſand Welch- 
men, at à place called Danes-More, near Edgecote, (three miles 
from Banbury,) in Northamptonſhire, entirely defeated them, 
with the laughter of five thouſand men, taking the ſaid earl, and 
his brother, Richard, priſoners, who, being carried to Northamp- 
ton, were there, (together with Richard Woodvile, earl of Rivers, 
father of King Edward's queen, and John, his ſon,) beheaded, by 
the command of George, duke ot Clarence, and Nevile, earl of 
Warwick, who, both of them, not long before, had revolted from 


King Edward, to the Lancaſtrians.

His wife was, Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter 
of Sir John Haſtings, Knt. (and Anne, his wife, daughter of Wil. 
liam, lord Morley,) by whom he had a numerous progeny ; 
whereof, Anthony, the youngeſt ſon, was a knight of Rhodes, 

Peter Hildyard, Eſq; his eldeſt ſon, living temp. Hen. VII. 
married (a) Joan, ſecond daughter and coheir of Sir Martin del 
See, of Barneſton, Knt. by whom, he was father of Sir Chriſto- 
pher Hildyard, Knt. lord of Wineſtead, temp. Hen. VIII, who 
took to his firſt wife, W daughter of Sir Humphry 5 
ningſby, of Aldenham, in Hertfordſhire, Knt. one of the juſtices 
of the Ling's bench, and left Martyn Hildyard, Eſq; his ſon and 
heir. 

Sir Chriſtopher Hildyard, had to his ſecond wife, Joan, daugh- 
ter of Ralph Conſtable, of Halſham, in com, Ebor. Eſq; (anceſtor 
to the viſcounts Dunbar ;) from the only ſon of which match, 
which hath iſſue remaining (), are deſcended, Chriſtopher Hild- 

d, A. M. chaplain to the right honourable, Henry, earl De 
Lande rector of Rowley, nigh Beverley, in the county of York, 
and of Claxby, in the county of Lincoln, (who is alſo deſcended 
from Anne, the eldeſt ſiſter that was married, of Sir Robert, great 
grandfather of the preſent Sir Robert Hildyard.) Chriſtopher, 
his eldeſt fon, is rector of Wineſtead, nigh Pattrington, in the 
county of York, and vicar of Greſby, in the county of Lincoln. 
Henry, his younger ſon, is unmarried. The two ſons of the ſaid 
Chriftcpher Hildyard, of Rowley, Clerk, are alſo, by their mo- 
ther, deſcended from Mary, a younger ſiſter of Sir Robert, great 
grandfather to the preſent Sir Robert Hildyard, Bart. : 

This Sir Chriſtopher, died 29 Hen. VIII. and lies buried under 
a fine monument, in Wineſtead church.

Sir Robert Hildyard, Knt. third ſon of Sir Chriſtopher, and 

younger brother to Henry, was gentleman of the privy-chamber 
to King Charles I. colonel of foot, and commander of Sir Mar. 
maduke Langdale's brigade of horſe, when he: was major-general 
of all the horſe in 2 and Wales; and in the time of the 
civil wars, when the Scotch army came into England, and the 
king's army, under the duke of Newcaſtle, lay encamp'd near 
them, a gentleman came out of the camp of the Scots, as their 
champion, and ſent a challenge to any gentleman in the king“; 
army, that would accept it ; which Sir Robert, courageouſly did, 
and bravely ſlew his adverſary (a); for which ſervice, he was made 
in the field, a knight-banneret.

Thomas, ſecond ſon of Thomas, lord Aſtley, had Hill-morton 
in com. Warw. and the advowſon of the church, by gift of hi 
father (a 15 who entail'd it upon any brother, or ſiſter, of the 
whole blood, in caſe Thomas, ſhould die without iſſue, which 
grant bears date in May, 47 Hen. III. 

This Thomas, obtained to himſelf and his heirs, in 49 Henry 
III. a charter for a weekly mercate, at Hill-morton, upon Satur. 
day, and a fair yearly, to begin on the even of St. John Baptiſt, 
and to continue for three days; which grant being made at ſuch 
time as the king was a priſoner, the barons exerciſing regal au- 
thority in his name, held it not valid ; and therefore, in 52 of 
the ſame king's reign, he procured a new charter, ratifying the 
fair, butaltering the mercate to Wedneſday : at which time, he 
had alſo free warren granted to him, and his heirs, in all his de. 
meſne lands, at Hill-morton, For this Thomas, who died before 
13 Edw. I. is yet ſtanding, at Hill-morton, a very fair monument, 
betwixt two pillars in the church, oppoſite to that of his mother, 
Editha, ,whereon his ſtatue of freeſtone lieth, croſs- leg'd, in ar- 
mour of male, whoſe brother and heir, Raphe, in 13 Edw.1I, 
claimed a court leet, and other privileges, in the manor of Hill- 
morton, by preſcription ; and likewiſe exhibited K. Henry IIld's 
charter, for mercate, fair, and free warren, beforementioned, all 
which were allowed. To whom ſucceeded, Thomas, his ſon 
and heir, certified to be lord of Hill-morton, in ꝙ Edw. II. who 
liking not the Wedneſday mercate there, procured a new patent, 
in 8 Ew. III. for to have it upon a Tueſday, continuing the fair 
as formerly, and renewing the charter of free warren; and in the 
ſame year obtained licenſe for amortiſing of certain lands, lying 
within that lordſhip, to maintain a chantry prieſt, to ſing mals 
for ever, inthe chapel of our lady, contiguous to the pariſh church 
of Hill-morton, for the ſouls of him the ſaid Thomas, and Mar- 
gery, his wife, as alſo, of Editha Aſtley, beforementioned, and of 
the father and mother of the ſaid Thomas, their heirs and an-

This Thomas, in 9 Edw. III. had a ſpecial patent, exempting 
him from knighthood ; and in 17 Edw.

Henry Piercy, earl of Northumberland. And in 7 Hen. IV, 
being then ſteward of the houſhold to that King, obtained licence 
to fortify an houſe at Leverpoole, in com, Lanc. (which he had 
newly built,) with embatteled walls (c). And the fame year, 
having taken poſſeſſion of the Iſle of Man, he obtained a grant in 
fee, for life, of the ſaid iſle, caſtle, and pile, anciently called 
Holm-Town, and all the iſles adjacent; as alſo all the regalities, 
franchiſes, and rights, thereto belonging, to be holden of the ſaid 
King, his heirs and ſucceſſors, by homage, and the ſervice of two 
faulcons, (the iſland then abounding with ſuch fouls,) payable on 
the days of their coronation ; ſo that from the reign of the afore- 
ſaid King, to the late earl's deceaſe, (excepting the interval the 
lord Fairfax, had it, during thelatecivil wars, ) the earls of Derby, 
have had an abſolute juriſdiction over the people and ſoil ; and 
were immediate landlords of every man's eſtate, (ſome few barons, 
only excepted,) and reſerving his homage to the crown of Eng- 
land, had a full and ample authority. | 
They were alto ſole patrons of the biſhoprick, and all parſo- 
nages and vicarages, except thres, which are in the patronage of 
the biſhop ; and by the advice of his deemſters, (a ſort of judges, 
choſen every year to decide all controverſies, two for each diviſion 
of the iſie,) and twenty four keys, (that with his approbation are 
repreſentatives for the fame,) he can make and repeal laws: and 
hath likewiſe power of holding courts in his own name, and to 
hang, draw, or pardon malefactors, as alſo all wrecks, royal- 
kiſhing, &c. | 
In g Henry IV. Sir John Stanley, was appointed (d) general 
attorney to Thomas de Lancaſter, the King's fon, lieutenant of 
ireland, on his going to that kingdom; and in the tenth oi 
Henry IV. being ſteward of the King's houſhold, he was made 
conſtable of Windſor caſtle ; alſo about that time, infta!led *

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of the moſt noble order of the garter (a). He was likewiſe iu 
ſuch favour with King Henry V. that in the firſt year of his reign, 
he conſtituted him lieutenant of Ireland for fix years. Where- 
upon, he landed at Clantarf, near Dublin, on the 7th of October, 
1413, and on the 6th of January after, died at Ardee, in that 
kingdom. He left iſſue, by the before mentioned Iſabel, his wife, 
two ſons, John, and Thomas, the iſſue of which Thomas, by 
Maud, the daughter and heir to Sir John Arderne, of Elford, in 
com, Staff, Knt. poſſeſſing a large eſtate in thoſe parts, made 
Elford, their chief ſeat, whilſt the males continued. 

Which John, the elder ſon, by the name of John Stanley, Eſq; 
was made (+) conſtable of Carnarvon caſtle, in 5 Hen. VI. and in 
17 Henry VI. being groom of the bedchamber to the king, had a 
grant of the cuſtody of the lands, late Nic. Saxton's, deceaſed, in 
the county of Carnarvon, and Flint, and was allo made gover- 
nor of Carnarvon, and conſtable of that caſtle, with the fee of 
401, per annum; and was moreover conſtituted ſheriff of Anz 
gleſey, with the fee of 201. per ann. and knighted. He married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Harrington, Knt. by whom he 
had iſſue, four ſons ; 1. Sir Thomas; 2. Sir William, who married 
the counteſs of Worceſter ; 3. Sir John, anceſtor to the preſent Sir 
James Stanley, Bart. of whom hereafter ; and 4. James, arch- 
deacon of Cheſter ; alſo a daughter, Iſabella, married to Sir John 
Warren, of Poynton, in Cheſhire, Knt. 

This Sir Thomas, the eldeſt fon and heir, was knighted, before the 
g of K. Henry VI. when he was conſtituted lord-lieutenant of Ire- 
and, for ſix years, as his grandfather had been (c). He called a par- 
liament in that kingdom, anno 1432, and returned to England 
the ſame year, leaving Sir Chriſtopher Plunket, his deputy. He 
returned again to Ireland, anno 1435, and gave a check to the 
| Iriſh, who were inſolent beyond meaſure, incroaching every 
where on the pale, and making the beſt advantage of the king's 
minority, and the abſence of the _— men in France ; but 
the lord-lieutenant, with the power of Meath, and Uriel, took 
Moyle O Donel, priſoner, and flew a great many of the Iriſh. 
And afterwards, (about Michaelmas,) he went again to England, 
and left Richard Talbot, archbiſhop of Dublin, (brother to the 
earl of Shrewſbury,) lord-deputy. | 

In 26Henry VI. being then comptroller of the king's houſ- 
hold, he, with others, obtained a grant of the goods and chattels 
of Humphry, duke of Glouceſter, with power to diſpoſe of them 
without account (4). And in 27 Henry VI. he, (with John, 
viſcount Beaumont, and others,) was commiſſioned to treat with 
the Scots, for a truce betwixt both realms: as he was the year 
after, when a truce being concluded, he was appointed one of 
the conſervators of the ſame, for the king of England. Alſo in 

that 
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that year, (28 Henry VI.) he was in commiſſion, (with James 
earl of Wiltſhire, and others,) for the cuſtody and defence of the 
town and caitle of Calais ; as alſo of the marches adjacent, and 
tower of Riſebank, for the term of five years. In 29 Henry VI. 
he was again made one of the conſervators of that truce with Scot- 
land, which was to hold good from 15 Aug. 1451, for three 
years; and on the continuance of the fame to 21 May, 1457, he 
was alſo one of the conſervators. He was likewiſe chamberlain to 
that king; and in 34 Hen. VI. was ſummoned by writ to parlia- 
ment, and in 35 Henry VI. was appointed one of the council ta 
Edward, prince of Wales, and the ſame year was again made one of 
the conſervators of the new truce with Scotland. which was to hold 
till 16 July, 1459. Allo, anno 1461, appointed one of the am- 
baſſadors to treat with thoſe of Scotland, about certain affairs; and 
dying in the thirty- ſeventh of this King's reign, left iſſue, by (a) 
Joan, his wife, daughter and heir of Sir Robert Gouſhill, Knt. two 
ſons; 1. Sir Thomas, created Earl of Derby, 1 Hen. VII. anceftor 
to the preſent Earl; 2. Sir William, of Holt- caſtle, who died S. P. 
and three daughters, Anne, married firſt, to Sir Richard Moli- 
neux; ſecondly, to Sir Edward Strange, Knts. Margaret, mar- 
ried firſt, to Sir William Talbot, Knt. ſecondly, to the lord Grey; 
and thirdly, to Sir John Beauſey, Knt, and Catherine, wife to 
Sir John — of Rock- Savage, in Cheſhire, Knt. But to re- 
turn, to Sir John Stanley, Knt. third fon of Sir John, before- 
mentioned. 

Which Sir John Stanley, of Weever, Knt. living 12 Ed. IV. b 
Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Weever, Knt. had if 
fue, John, and Thomas, who by a daughter of Lyverſage, of 
Wheelock, was father of Thomas Stanley, of Weever, and Alder- 
ley, in com. Ceſt, Eſq; who married the daughter of Da- 
venport, of Henbury, Eſq; and had iſſue, 1. Thomas Stanley, 
of Weever, Eſq; ſheriff of Cheſhire, 14 Eliz. living 1581; 2. Ra- 
nulph, (who married the daughter of Francis Holland, in com. 
Lanc, Eſq;) 3. John Stanley, who married a daughter of 
—— Ward. 


Thomas Stanley, Eſq; the eldeſt ſon, married Urſula, daughter

Sir Thomas Stanley, of Weever, and Alderley, Knt. laſt men- 
tioned, had in marriage, Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of Sir Peter 
Warburton,of Grafton, in Cheſhire, Knt. one of the judges of the 
common-pleas, (who ſurviving him, married Sir Richard Groſve- 
nor, of Eaton, Bart.) by whom he had, Sir Thomas, and James, of 
Teſus-college, Camb, who was preſented to the rectory of Mob- 
berley, in Cheſhire, 1664, and in 1670, to the rectory of Nether- 
Alderley, and marrie Elizabeth, daughter and heir of John Byron, 
of Maxheld, in that county, Eſq; alſo three daughters, Mary, 
wife of John Done, Eſq; ſon and heir of Sir John Done, of Ut- 
kington, nt. Margaret, wife of Thomas Ireland, of Beawſey, 
in Lancaſhire, Eſq; and Alice, who died unmarried. 

Thomas Stanley, Eſq; the eldeſt ſon and heir, was advanced to 
the dignity of a baronet, ſoon after the reſtoration : he married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Sir James Pitt, of Kyre, in Worceſter- 
ſaire, Knt. by whon he had, 1.

HIS family is of great e in the county of War- 

wick; for we find Robert de Suecebergh (a), made a grant, 
12 Hen. II. to the church of St. 1 the nuns of Wroccle- 
ſhale, of the church of Suecheberg, and four yard land, and twenty 
acres of incloſo IC, called Hungerdill, with a croft, ack lay be- 
tween the king's high way, and the orchard of the ſaid Robert, 
which grant was confirmed by Robert ce Alvers, who held thee 
knights fees of William, earl of Warwick ; which ſaid grant was 
alſo confirmed by carl Roger, who died in K. Stephen's time (b), 

But whether this Robert. was the direct anceſtor to the family we 
are now treating of, is at this time, not eaſy to be determined, 

In 6 Ed. II. we find Simon de Shuckborow, and Ralph Cha- 
tete, poſleſſed of thoſe lands, in Shuckborough, that belonged to 
John de Haftinzs, and that they held no leſs than a knight's fre 
there (c); from which Simon, deſcended John de Shuckborow, 
who, in 20 (4) Ed. III. held of Haſtinzs's heir, the third part of a 
knighr's fee, in Shuc «borough, and from him deſcended, Joun 
Shuckb: rough, Eſq; who, in 10 Hen. VI. was certified (e to hold 
a manor in otu-kborough, by the fourth part of a knight's fee. 

Sir William Dugdale, in his antiquities of W arwickſhire, ſars, 
That theſe Snuckborougns, were very aiiciently poſſeſſed of de 
at Shuckbor ough, there is no doubt: for he finds, one William

; In 1 Edw. III. I find (a), that John de Shuckburgh, having 
deen one of the coroners in this county, (an office in thoſe days 
of great account,) had his Quietus %, the ſheriff being com- 
manded to cauſe another to be choten in his room; but it ſeems, 
the king's command was not thereupon purſued, becauſe, the 
next year after, he directed another precept (), dated from 
Pontefract, 19 Aug. to the ſame purpoſe : and Mr. Philpot, 
mentions (e), Chriſtopher Shuckboroug|:, ot the county of War- 
wick, Eſq; who, in the eighth of Richard II. 1385, married the 
daughter of John de Northwood, of Horton, upon Stoure, near 
Canterbury, in Kent, Eſq; and had that manor in frank mar- 
nage; and there was an eager conteſt (4) between John Beckford, 
vicar of Chartham, in Kent, and this Chriſtopher Shuckborough, 
Eqq; lord of Horton, touching the celebration of divine offices, 
in the chapel at Horton ; as likewiſe the adminiſtration of the 
facraments ;z and it was improved to that animoſity, that there 
was a mutual appeal made to William Courtney, then archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, who directed a commiſſion to John Barnett, his 
official, in the year 1380, to hear and determine the controverſy, 
and upon a ſerious ſifting and winnowing this whole affair, the 
debate was wound up upon this concluſion ; That there ſhould be a 
ſolemnization of all divine offices, in the above mentioned chapel, 
Exceptis tantum de functorum ſepulturis & exſequiis, only the dead 
were to receive their interment, in the church of Chartham. 

In 6 Hen. IV. John Shukkeburgh, and Thomas Shukkeburgh, 
were, with the ſheriff (e), and other commiſſioners, aſſigned to 
collect a ſubſidy, in this county, then granted to the king in 
parliament ; and in 7 Henry V. William Shukburgh, of 
dhukburgh, being rank'd amongſt thoſe knights, and other eſ- 
quires of this county, who bore ancient arms from their anceſ- 
tors, had warning, by the ſheriff, to appear before the council, 
there to receive order for ſerving the king, in his proper perſon, 
for the defence of the realm. In 6 Hen. VI. he (g) was one of the 
commiſſioners appointed for the collecting a ſubſidy, of 6s. 8d. 
rom certain inhabitants reſiding within the cities and boroughs

From whom deſcended, Thomas, who was in commiſſion (e) 
for conſervation of the peace, ſrom 18 Hen. VII. to the end of 
that king's reign, and for many years in Henry VIIIth's time, 
The church of Shuckborough, being given to the nuns, at Wrox- 
hall, temp. Hen. II. as is before mentioned, was anciently ap- 
propriated to their uſe ; which rectory, after the diſſolution of 
the monaſteries, was granted to Sir John Williams, Knt. in 32 
Hen, VIII. who had licence, the year following, to alien it unto 
this Thomas Shuckborough, Eſq; (and in this family it hath con- 
tinued ever ſince.) He departed this life, x Octob. 1561, and 
lies buried at Shuckborough, with the following inſcription over 
him (4) :

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Sir Richard Shukburgh, Knt. eldeſt ſon and heir, was no way in 
ferior to his anceſtors. As King Charles I. march'd to Edgcot 

near Banbury, on 22 Octob. 1642, he ſaw him hunting in the 
fields, not far from Shukborough, with a very good pack of 
hounds, upon which it is reported, that he fetched a deep ſigh, 
and aſked who that gentleman was, that hunted ſo merrily that 
morning, when he was going to fight for his crown and dignity ; 
and being told that it was this Richard Shuckburgh, he was or- 
dered to be callec to him, and was by him very graciouſly re- 
ceived : upon which, he went immediately home, armed all his 
tenants, and the next day, attended on him in the field, where 
he was knighted, and was preſent at the battle of Edghill. After 
the taking in of Banbury caſtle, and his majeſty's retreat from 
thoſe parts, he went to his own ſeat, and fortified himſelf on the 
top of Shuckborough-hill, - where being attack'd by ſome of the 
parliament forces, he defended himſelf till he fell, with moſt of his 
tenants about him; but being taken up, and life perceived in 
him, he was carried away priſoner to Kenilworth-caſtle, where he 
lay a conſiderable time, and was forced to purchaſe his liberty at 
a dear rate (a). Ne 

He married three wives; firſt, — ; ſecondly, 
Elizabeth, third daughter of Sir Robert Lee, of Billeſlee, in War- 
wickſhire, Knt. by neither of which he left any iſſue. His third 
wife was, Grace, daughter of Sir Thomas Holte, of Aſton, in 
com. Warw, Bart. by whom he had ifſue, ſix ſons, and three 
daughters; two of which, Grace, wife to Sir John Bernard, of 
Brampton, in com.

Created BARON ET, June 27, 1660. 


HIS family is deſcended from Odard, or Udard, ſometimes 

alſo written, Hodard, and Hudard (a), who came into 
England, with William, the conqueror, and ſeated himſelf at 
Dutton; a good part whereof, Hugh Lupus, earl of Cheſter, 
zave unto him, as appears by Doomſday- book. 

The ancient roll of the barons of Halton, faith, that with Hugh, 
earl of Cheſter, came one Nigell, a nobleman ; and with Nigell, 
came five brethren, to wit, Hudard, Edard, Wolmere, Horſe 
wyne, and Wolfaith, a prieſt, to whom, Nigeil, gave the church 
of Runcorne ; and unto Hudard, the fame Nigell, gave Weſton, 
and Great-Aſton, (now divided into two townſhips, Aſton- 
Grange, and Afton juxta Sutton,) pro uno feeds melitis : and from 
this Hudard, came all the Duttons (). And in the record of 
doomſday, Odard, held Afton, under William Fitz-Nigell, ba- 
ron of Halton ; and alſo Odard, and Brictric, held Weſton, under 
the ſaid William, anno Domini, 1086. Whether thoſe hve bre- 
thren, aforenamed, were brethren to Nigell, is a doubt ; for 
then, methinks he ſhould have ſaid, — Quingue fratres ſu ; 
whereas he ſays only, Cum iſlo Nigello venerunt quinque fratres, 
and ſo names them, 

This Hudard's, or Odard's Sword, is at this day, 1665, in the 
cuſtody of the lady Elinour, viſcounteſs Kilmurray, ſole daughter 
and heir of Thomas Dutton, late of Dutton, Eſq; deceaſed : 
which ſword hath for many ages paſt, been preſerved, and paſſed 
over from heir to heir, as an heir-loom, by the name of Hudard's 
lword ; and ſo at this day, it is by tradition, received and called. 

Hugh, ſon of Hodard, had thoſe lands which he held in capite, 
or immediately of the earl of Cheſter, confirmed unto him, by 
Randle, the ſecond, ſurnamed De Gernoniis, earl of Cheſter, 
about the latter end of Henry I. Theſe lands, I conceive, were 
thoſe which he held in Dutton. 

Hugh de Dutton, ſon of Hugh, ſon of Hodard, had the lands 
which his father, Hugh, held of the baron of Halton, confirmed 
unto him, by William, fon of Nigell, conſtable to Randle, the 
ſecond ; and, by William, his ſon, on that day when the faid

William, the facher, and William, the ſon, did vitit Hugh, the 
ſon of Hodard, on his death-bed, at Kekwick ; at which time, 
Hugh, the ſon of Hodard, gave unto William, the father, his 
coat of mail, and hischarging-horſe ; and Hugh, the fon of that 
Hugh, gave unto William, the ſon, a palfrey, and a ſparrow- 
hawk. This was about the end of the reign of King Henry I, 
'The lands here confirmed, I conceive to be, Weſton, and Kek- 
wick, and perhaps ſome others. 

This Hugh de Dutton, had iſſue, Hugh Dutton, ſon and heir, 
who continued the chief line of Dutton, of Dutton, which ter- 
minated in a daughter and heir, Eleanor, married to Robert Need- 
ham, lord viſcount Killmurray; Adam de Dutton, another fon, 
from whom, the Warburtons, of Arley, are deſcended. 

In the reign of Richard I. this Adam de Dutton, became poſ- 
ſeſſed of all Warburton, one moiety, by marriage with Agnes, 
daughter and heir of Roger Fitz-Alured (a), the other half being 
of the fce of Halton, wasgiven him by John, conſtable of Cheſter, 
&c. and ſince held this moiety of the priory of St. John, of Je- 
ruſalem. He poſſeſſed alſo, Great-Bi.dworth, Afton, Neither- 
Tabley, Sutton juxta Frodſham, Appleton, and Hull, Newton, 
by Dareſbury, Hatton, Stretton, half Lym, half Sale, and half 
Neither-Walton. 

Geffrey, ſon of Adam, temp. Hen. III. gave Hatton, nigh 
Dareſbury, being of the fee of the barony of Halton (%, unto 
William, ſon of Hothy, of Hatton. He reſided at Budworth, 
and was written, Sir Geffrey de Budworth ; as was alſo his fon, 
Geffrey ; whoſe ſon Peter, removing to Warburton, temp. Ed. 
II. thence wrote himſelf, de Warburton ; which name hath 
been ever ſince retain'd by his poſterity, who removed to Arley, 
temp. Hen. VII. where, Peter Warburton, Eſq; who died, 1495, 
built that ſeat; his ſon, 

Sir John Warburton, of Arley, was knight of the body to King 
Henry VII. and ſheriff of Cheſhire, for life: he died 15 Henry 
VIII. 1524. On the ſteeple of Budworth church, in Cheſhire,

Sir Peter Warburton, K nt. the eldeſt ſon and heir, was a ſer- 
jeant at law, and one of the juſtices of the common-pleas, in the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth (); a perſon, very eminent in his 
time, for his great ability in the law ; he purchaſed, in 1600, the 
townſhip of Anderton (c), in Cheſhire, of Richard Sutton: he 
married Mary, daughter of Sir John Holcroft, of Holcroft, Knt. 
and died without iſſue male, July 22, 1626, poſſeſſed of the ſe- 
veral manors of Warburton, Aſton, Budworth, Comberbach, 
third part of Overtabley, Sutton, Stretton, Sale, Hatton, Nether- 
Walton, Norcoats, Appleton, and Hull, in com.

HE name and family of Boothby (a), is of much greater 
antiquity in this nation, than the Norman conqueſt, as 
appears by what follows. 

Our great antiquary, Sir William Dugdale, in his Origines 
Juridiciales, c. ix, p. 22. ſays, * That King Egbert, firit ſole 
* monarch of Great Britain, in the year 800, divided this na- 
tion into counties, then hundreds, or wapentakes, as they 
© now ſtand.” | 

Camden, in his Britannia, ſpeaking of Lincolnſhire, favs, 
© The hundred, or wapentake of Boothby, Bpothby-Pay nell, a 
market town, and a gentleman's old feat, called Boothby, (at 
* this time all in being under that name,) were ſo denominated, 
© from one Boothby, who there inhabited,” and which may more 
largely appear, by Mr, E. Wilſon, in his publication of the faid 
Britannia, p. 477. in his additions to Lincoln{t:ire, as alſo re- 
ceived their name from (as Leland obſerves, p. 17.) one Boothby, 
of very ancient time, there inhabiting; the heir-gene:al of which, 
married Paynell, lord of Bampton, in Devonſhire. 

The ſame coat of arms, as now born by the Boothbys, is now, 
or lately were painted on glaſs, in the church windows, and 
houſe there. The length of time, and the almoſt unzvoidable 
xcidents attending, makes it impoſſible to give an exact account 
of the deſcent or ſucceſſions of any family of fo long ſtanding, 
who have any name in being at this time, it being near nine 
hundred years ſince King Egbert. 
| Theobaldus de Boothby (5), was governor of Pontefract caſtle, 
in Vorkſhire, which he held a long time, againſt the Lancaſtrians, 
in the civil wars between the houſe of York, and them. 

Adam de Boothby, (as Simon Gunton, in his hiſtory of Peter- 
borough, ſays,) was abbot of Peterborough, 13217, 13 Ed. II.

and had iſſue, one daughter, firſt married the honourable Henry 
Howard, Eſq; fon to the earl of Suffolk, and by him had a daugh- 
ter, married to Sir John Harpur, of Swarkſton, Knt. Mrs.

HERE is a tradition, that this ancient family is deſcende! 

from Wolſtan, earl of Ellenden, (now call'd Wilton, ) who 
married the ſiſter to King Egbert, the firſt Engliſh monarch, 
Another aſſerts, (upon a relation of Sir Walter Littleton, chan- 
cellor of Litchfield, that the Dixies, married the daughter and hei: 
of Wolſtan, of Wolſtan, in Warwickſhire, about ſix hundred 
years ſince; and in confirmation of the ſame, a piece of alabaſter 
was, not many years ago, found under a pillar, in Wolvey church, 
near Wolſtan, with this inſcription in old characters, viz. I alſban 
Dixie, in the year of our Lord, 1100. But Dugdale, in his War- 
wickſh ire, intimates, that Wolſtan, was ſo called, from ſome 
Saxon poſſeſſor, nam'd Wulfric, among whom, Wolſtan, was a 
proper chrittian name. 

The $14 we find in the viſitations of the heralds, is Wolſtan 
Dixic, living about the reign of Edw. III. who was ſeated at

Sir Thomas Greſham, Knt. ſecond fon of Sir Richard Greſ- 


ham, Knt. before-mention'd, was agent abroad for King Ed- 
ward VI. Queen Mary, and Queen Elizabeth, and in great fa- 
vour with the latter, by whom he was employ'd to procure mo- 
ney at Antwerp, Hamburgh, and other places, for her majeſty's 
uſe ; but what gain'd him great honour, was, that he perſuaded 
her majeſty to take up what money ſhe wanted of her own mer- 
chants here, and allow them the ſame conſideration as ſhe had 
done before to ſtrangers. This Sir Thomas, by trade and other 
means, having acquir'd a very large fortune, was deſirous others 
might be the better for his gains; and as a merchant, conſide- 
ring the want of a convenient place for merchants to meet in, he 
therefore built that famous burſe in Cornhill, called to this day 
the Royal-Exchange, where formerly ſtood divers houſes, hay- 
ing three alleys for paſſage through them, which, with the houſes, 
were purchaſed by the city, and the ground given to Sit Tho- 
mas to build thereon ; who, on the 7th of June, anno 1566, 
laid the firſt ſtone of the foundation, accompanied with ſome al- 
dermen, every one of which laid a piece of gold, which the work.

This 
burſe Queen Elizabeth cauſed by a herald, and a trumpet, to be 
proclaimed Thx Roy ALExXCHANGE, being a place very necel- 
fary for the confluence, and commerce of merchants, whoſe trat- 
ficks were great, and in thoſe times of peace, extended their na- 
vigations into the fartheſt, and ('till then) unſearched parts 0!

magnificent ſtructure, called Oſterley- houſe, in the county of Mid. 
dleſex, (now the ſcat of Samuel Child, Eſq; brother of Sir Francis,

6d , be- 
ſides all which, Sir Thomas, gave and aſſured in marriage, with 
Anne, his baſe daughter, to Nathaniel Bacon, Eſq; in fee tail,

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lord-mayor, 1547. He founded a free ſchool (a) at Holt, in Nor 
folk; and gave to every ward in London, ten pounds, to be diſ- 
tributed to the poor ; and to one hundred and twenty poor men 
and women, every one of them three yards of b:oad-cloth, of 
eight or nine ſhillings the yard, to be made in gowns, ready to 
their backs. He gave alſo to maids marriages, and to the hoſ- 
pitals in London, above two hundred pounds in ready money, 
He died in 1556, and Stow, gives us this account of his pompous 
funcral (); Sir John Greſham, Knt. mercer, merchant of the 
< ſtaple, and merchant-adventurer, late mayor, and alderman of 
© this city, was buried with a ſtandard, and a penon of arms, and 
a coat-armour of damaſk, and four penons of arms, beſides an 
helmet, a target, and a ſword, mantles, and the creſt, a goodly 
hearſe of wax, and ten dozen of penſils, and twelve dozen of 
eſcotcheons. He gave an hundred black gowns of fine cloth, 
unto poor men and women: he had four dozen of great ſtaff. 
torches, and a dozen of great long torches : he gave, moreover, 
an hundred of fine black gowns, two, unto the preſent maior, 
and the old maior, likewiſe other to Sir Rowland Hill, and to 
Sir Andrew Judd, and to the chamberlain, to Mr. Blackwell, 
to Mr. Common-hunt, and his man, to the porter that be- 
longed to the ſtaple, and to all his farmers, and his tenants, 
The church, and the ſtreets; were all hung with black, and 
arms in great ſtore ; and on the morrow, three goodly maſles 
were ſung ; one of the trinity, another of our lady, and the 
third, of requiem.

Harpsfcild, archdeacon of Canterbury, and after, all the com- 
pany came home to as great a dinner as had been ſeen, for a fiſh

HIS family is originally deſcended from the Paganells, who 
ſoon after the conqueſt, were created barons of Dudley, 

The firſt who ſettled at Clapton, was tiled, Thomas de Dud- 
ley (a), ſecond ſon of Sir John de Sutton, who, in right of his 
wife, was made baron of Dudley, about the year 1340. 

This Thomas de Dudley, was one of the lords of Clapton ma- 
nor (6b), and lis grandſon married Agnes Hotot, in 1395: ſhe at- 
tervards proved heireſs to the ancient family of the Hotots, and 
ne thereby became ſole lord of the manor of Clapton. His lineal 
ecicendant was, William Dudley, of Clapton, Eſq; who, by—— 
daughter of —— Porter, Eſq; had iſſue, Thomas, who married 
Mary, daughter of Watſon, Eſq; aunt to Sir Edward Wat- 
ion, of Rockingham-caſtle, in com.

The occaſion of the family's giving this Creſt, is mentioned in 
a manuſcript now in their poſſeſſion, wrote about the year 1390, 
bya monk, who was parſon of Clapton, to be thus (4), That the 
father of Agnes Hotot, (who was after wards married to Dudley,) 
having a diſpute with one Ringſdale, about the title to a piece of 
land, they agreed to meet on the diſputed land, and decide it by 
combat, Hotot, at the day appointed, was laid up with the gout 3 
but his daughter, Agnes, rather than he ſhould loſe his land, or 
ſuffer in his honour, armed herfelf cap-a-pee, and mounted her 
father's ſteed, went and met Ringſdale, whom, after a ſtubborn 
ficht, ſhe diſmounted ; and when he was on the ground, ſhe 
looſen'd her throat-latch, lifted up her helmet, and let down her 
hair about her ſhoulders, by that and her breaſts, diſcovered to him 
Ihe was a woman, In memory of which heroick action, the Creſt 
aforementioned, has always been uſed by her deſcendants,

I. E ſeat of this ancient family was formerly at Newſham, 


in the pariſh of Kirby, on the Mount, in the north-riding 
of the county of York, where they reſided for many generations; 
when they firſt came there, is not known ; but by ſeveral old 
8 deeds remaining in the family (a), it is certain, that 
Villiam Smithſon, Gent. was ſeated and poſſeſſed of an eſtate 
there, in the firſt year of King Richard II. and by ſeveral ſubſe- 
quent deeds, as alſo by the remains of the manſion- houſe, and 
part of the eſtate now belonging to Sir Hugh, it is evident, that 
the family continued in the ſame place, till about the latter end of 
the reign of Q. Eliz. when, Anthony Smithſon, Eſq; of Newſham, 
aforeſaid, (a lineal deſcendant of the above named William,) mar- 
ried an heireſs of the ancient family of the Cattericks, of Stanwick, 
in the ſaid county, to which place, his ſon, Hugh, afterwatds re- 
mov'd, and it has ever ſince been the chief ſeat of this family, 

This Hugh, eminently diſtinguiſh'd himſelf for his zeal and 
loyalty to his ſovereign, Charles II. in whoſe ſervice he liberally 
employ'd his fortune (4), ſeeking all occaſions to promote his 
majeſty's intereſt during his exile, for which he was at length no 
ſmall ſufferer, having his eſtate ſequeſter'd, as a recuſant, after 
being twice fined, for refuſing to act as ſheriff, to avoid taking 
the oaths impos'd in thoſe days of rebellion, But ſoon after the 
happy reſtoration of the roval family, his paſt ſufferings were re- 
warded with honour, he being then deemed worthy to be created 
a baronet, for which he was juſtly qualified, according to the firit 
inſtitution of that honourable order : and as a farther token of 
the King's favour, in order to diſtinguiſh him from the reſt of his 
family, on account of his perſonel merit, he was honoured with 
a different coat of arms, which his deſcendants, (not willing to 
lay aſide the antiquity of their deſcent, nor to have the meritsof 
their anceſtor forgot, ) have ſince borne in Chief, quartered with 
the arcient arms of the family. | 

This firſt Sir Hugh, married (c) Dorothy, daughter of Jerom 
Royſton, of Plaiſtow, in Eſſex, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue four 
ſons, and two daughters; of which, only three ſons ſurvived 
him ; Sir Jerom, Hugh, and Anthony ; he died OR. 21, A.D. 
1670, aged 72, and was buried 2: Stanwiek St, John's, where 
there is a ſtately monument erected to his memory. 

Hugh Smithſon, Eſq; his ſecond ſon, married Mrs. Alice Y eane, 
by whom he had one daughter, Anne, married to Sir Henry John- 
ſon, of Bra enham, in the county of Bucks, Knt. who had by 
her an only daughter, Anne, married to the late earl of Stiafford, 
and is mother of the preſent earl. > 1

Sir Jerom Smithſon, Bart. eldeſt fon and ſucceſſor to the firſt 
named Sir Hugh, married (5) Mary, daughter and heir to 
Wingate, of Yorkſhire, Eſq; by whom he had one ſon, Sir Hugh, 
his ſucceſſor, and one daughter, named Dorothy, who married 
Thomas Pullein, of Carleton, in com. Ebor. Eſq; 

Sir Hugh Smithſon, Bart. his only fon and heir took to wife (c), 
Elizabeth, daughter to the right hon. the lord Langdale, and by 
her had ſeveral children, whereof two ſons lived to man's eſtate ; 
and four daughters, who all embraced religious lives ; of which, 
one, named Catherine, is now living.

He married, July 
18, 1740 (e), the right hon. the lady Elizavetu Seymour, only 
caughter to the earl of Hertford, and grandaugliter to his grace 
the duke of Somerſet; and had the honour to be choſen one of 
the knights of the ſhirefor the county of Middleſex, in the laſt, and 
preſent parliament.

Which Madoc ap Gloddaith, was the ſon and heir of Madoc 
Vychan, the ſole heir of Jerwerth ap Madoc, who poſſeſſed that 
ſeat and eſtate, before the time of K. Ed. I. as appears by the ſur- 
vey or extent of North-Wales, begun to be taken, as is ſuppoſed, 
in that king's reign, and finiſhed in his grandſon's. Which firſt 
mentioned Madoc, married Morvydd, daughter and coheir of 
SirGriffith Lloyd, of Tregarnedd, inAngleſey, who was knighted 
by King Edward I. upon his bringing him notice of the birth of 
his ſon, Edward, of Carnarvon ; in whoſe right, Madoc, inhe- 
rited the eſtate of T regarnedd, and other lands in Angleſey, which 
the family of Moſtyn, enjoy to this day. ThisSir Griffith Lloyd, 
did homage to Prince Edward, for theſe lands, the twenty-ninth 
year of his father's reign. 

Richard, the ſon of Howell ap Jevan Vychan, married Ca- 
therine, the daughter of Sir Thomas Saliſbury, heir of Llewenny, 
and had iſſue two ſons, Thomas, and Pierce, and five daughters, 
Pierce, his ſecond ſon, married Ellen, daughter of Thomas Grif-

at Caerwis, (which was the laſt held by royal authority,) in 
which commiſſon it is ſaid, that the ſaid William's anceſtors had 
the right to beſtow the filver harp, on the perſon judged the moſt 
worthy, by the commiſſioners (c); which harp, is ſtill at —_— 
He married Margaret, daughter of Robert Powell, of Park, 4 
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and had three ſons, Thomas, John, and Henry; and two daugh- 
ters: of whom, only the eldeſt fon, 

Sir Thomas Moſtyn, Ent. left iſſue, by Urſula, daughter and 
heir of William Goodman, Eſq; (and Margaret, his wife, daugh- 
ter of Sir William Brereton, of Brereton, Knt.) three ſons, Wil- 
liam, Roger, and Thomas; and two daughters, Margaret, (who 
married Pierce Griffith, of Penrhyn, in Carnarvonſhire, Eſq; and 
had iſſue ;) and Catherine, (married to Sir Thomas Hanmer, of 
Hanmer, Knt. from whom, Sir Thomas Hanmer, Bart. now 
living, is deſcended.) William, his eldeſt fon, died in the Tem- 
ple, unmarried. Thomas, the young-!t ſon, married Anne, 
daughter and heir of William Hu van biſhop of St. Aſaph ; from 
whom the Moſtyns, of Rhyd, in Flintſhire, are deſcended. This 
Sir Thomas, K nt. (a) was in the beginning of King James J. 
appointed one of his majeſty's council, eſtabliſh'd for the princi- 
pality of Wales, and the marches. 

SirRogerMoſtyn, K nt, ſucceeded his father in the eſtate: he mar- 
ried Mary, eldeſt daughter of Sir John Wynne, of Gwyder, Knt. and 
Bart. and had iſſue eight ſons, Thomas, John, William, Richard, 
Robert, Edward, Pierce, and Roger; and two daughters, Sydney, 
(married to Sir Richard Groſvenor, of Eaton, in com. Ceſtr. Bart. 
from whom the preſent Sir Robert, is deſcended;) and Catherine, 
(married to colonel Richard Bulkeley, eldeſt fon and heir apparent 
to Thomas, lord viſcount Bulkeley, of Baron-hill, in Angleſey, 
who was murthered by Cheadle, leaving no iſſue.) Of the 
ſons, Edward, and Pierce, died young; John, the ſecond ſon, 
was member of parliament for the county of Angleſey, 21 Jac.

Sir Thomas Moſtyn, K nt. of Kilken, the eideſt ſon of Sir Roger, 
dying before his father, left iſſue, by Elizabeth, daugliter of dir John 

K 2 | Whitlock, 
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Whitlock, Knt. chief-juſtice, only two ſons, Roger, and The- 
mas; from the laſt of whom, the preſent Roger Moſtyn, of Kil- 
ken, Eſq; is deſcended. 

StrRogerMoſtyn, K nt. the eldeſt ſon, took arms early for the de- 
fence of his ſovereign, K. Charles I. againſt the unnatural rebellion 
of his ſubjects (a); and having his majeſty's commiſſion, rais'd, 
in a very little time, 1500 men for his ſervice, at his own ex- 
pence, whom he alſo maintained: and after he had taken the 
caſtle of Hawarden, he enter'd with that his regiment, into the 
city of Cheſter, then beſieged by the forces of the rebels, He 
alſo repair'd the caftle of Flint, at his own charge, of which he 
was appointed governor, and kept it for the crown, enduring a 
long ſiege, and the greateſt hardſhips : and tho' he was reduc'd to 
the Jaſt neceſſity, yet he did not deliver it up, *till he had the king's 
ſpecial order. He ſpent above ſixty thouſand pounds in the ſer- 
vice of the crown; and had his houſe at Moſtyn, fo plunder'd and 
ſtripp'd, that he was forced for ſeveral years to live at a farm- 
houſe, in his neighbourhood, after he had obtain'd his liberty 
from his impriſonment, in the caſtle of Conway. He was, on 
the reſtoration of the royal family, created a baronet, Aug, 3, 
1660. He married three times; firſt, Prudence, daughter of 
Sir Martin Lumley, of Bardfield, in Eſſex, Bart. by whom he | 
had iſſue two ſons, Thomas, and Roger, who both died young; 
and two daughters, Jane, (married firſt to Roger Puleſton, of 
Emeral, in Flintſhire, Eſq; from whom, "Thomas Puleſton, Eſq;

Sir Roger, married to his ſecond wife, Mary, the eldeſt daughter 
of Thomas, lord viſcount Bulkeley, aforeſaid, and had five ſons, 
and three daughters, moſt of whom died very young: Roger, the 
ſecond ſon, lived to man's eftate, and died unmarried, at the In- 
ner- Temple : Richard, the third ſon, was maſter of arts, and 
ſtudent of Chriſt-church, in Oxford; and afterwards married 
Charlotta-Theophila, daughter and coheir of John Digby, of 
Gothurft, in com. Bucks, Eiq; (ſon and heir to Sir Kenelm Digby, 
by Venetia, his lady, daughter and coheir of Sir Edward Stanley, 
knight of the Bath,) by whom he had iſſue two daughters; Brid- 

et, married to Lytton Lytton, of Knebworth, in Hertfordſhire, 
£6, ſince dead without iſſue; and Charlotte, now living, mar- 
ried to Richard Williams, Eſq; youngeſt ſon of Sir William Wil 
liams, Bart, Sir Roger, married to his third wife, Lumley, the 
daughter of Coetmor, of Coetmor, in Carnarvonſhire, Eſqi 
by whom he had no iſſue. g 
Sir Thomas Moſtyn, Bart. the eldeſt ſon of Sir Roger, by Mary, 
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D Arcie Savage, of Leighton, in the county of Cheſter, Eſq; 
(which D'Arcie (a), was eldeſt ſon of Thomas, who was ſecond 
ſon of Sir Thomas, the firſt earl Rivers, of the name of Savage, 
by Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter and coheir of Thomas, lord D' Arcie, 
of Chich; which firſt mentioned Thomas Savage, married Brid- 
get, daughter and coheir to William Whitmore, Eſq; of Leigh- 
ton, aforeſaid, by — the daughter of Sir Hugh, and ſiſter 
and heir to Sir George Beeſton, of Beeſton, in the ſame county, 
and had iſſue, the aboveſaid D' Arcie, the father of Bridget, who 
was married to the aboveſaid Sir T homasMoſtyn, in whoſe right he 
inherited the manors of Beeſton, Peckforton, Leighton, Great 
Neſton, and Thornton, and other lands in the faid county pa- 
latine, of Cheſter, which his grandſon now enjoys :) he had by 
her, ſeven ſons and four daughters, who all died young, except Sis 
Roger, Thomas, and John. John, being educated on the foun- 
dation atWeſtminſter, was elected ſtudent of Chriſt-church,Oxon, 
and was maſter of arts: he died unmarried, Dec. 24, 1720. 
Thomas, the ſecond fon, married Margaret, the eldeſt daughter 
and heir of William Moſtyn, of Rhud, in com. Flint. Eſq; but 
had no iſſue, and died Dec. 21, 1737. He ſerv'd in parliament 
for the borough of Flint, as his father had done for Carnarvon, 
Sir Roger Moſtyn, Bart. eldeſt fon and ſucceſſor to his father, 
in title and eſtate, 3 ſerv'd in parliament, ſince the year 
1701, to the year 1734. He was, by her late majeſty, Q. Anne, 
appointed pay-maſter of her marine forces, and by his majeſty 
King George I. one of the tellers of his exchequer (b). He 
married Eflex, eldeſt daughter of the right hon. Daniel, earl of 
Nottingham, (by Anne, his ſecond lady, the only daughter of the 
right hon. Chriſtopher, viſcount Hatton, by his firſt lady, Chri- 
ſtan, daughter of the right hon. John, earl of Thanet,) by whom 
he has had ifſue, ſix ſons and fix daughters; of whom, Heneage, 
and the firſt Eſſex, died young, and Daniel, died at Cambridge, 
1733 ; the reſt, are now living, viz.

3. Nicholas Leyceſter, fon and heir, had to wife, Mary, 
daughter of William Mobberley, of Mobberley, and coheireſs to 
ter mother, Maud Downes's lands, in Chorley, and half-ſiſter 
to Sir Raufe Mobberley, of Mobberley, married about 1 Ed, III. 
1327, and had iſſue, John Leyceſter, fon and heir; Raufe Ley- 
celter, from whom the Leyceſters, of Toft, jn com. Ceſt. de- 
ſcend, and Elizabeth, the ſecond wife of William Manwaring, 
of Over-Pever, the elder, from whom are deſcended the Man- 
warings, of Over-Pever ; ſhe was widow, 38 Edw.

Nicholas Leyceſter, died 1349, 23 Ed. III. for he ſurvived 
his father very little, if he died not before him. 

4. John Leyceſter, of Nether-'Tabley, ſon and heir, ſerved in 
the wars of France, under John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, 
1373, 47 Ed. III. of whoſe puiſſant army, our hiſtories make 
mention, Walfingham, tells us, that when he entered France, 
at Calais, Triginta & amplius millia equorum in comitatu habuerat : 
but of theſe thirty thouſand horſe, very few were brought alive 
to Burdeaux, being ſtarved for want of victuals; ſo that this 
voyage proved unſucceſsſul. It appears, by the account of this 
John Leyceſter, before John Tilly, clerk, and other auditors of 
dir Thomas Felton, (who was at that time judge of Cheſter,) 
dated at Southampton, on the eve of St. John, 49 Ed. III. 1375, 
where he accounted for 2661. 13s. 4d. allowed unto him for the 
payment of Jenkyn Mobberley, Eſq; and other ſoldiers, who 
ſerved under the faid John Leyceſter, and alſo for his own pay, 
that he had allowed for himſelf, for 210 days pay, beginning on 
St. Michael's day, 47 Ed. III. to the firſt of May, then next 
following, at 3s. per diem, 311. 10s. and there was alſo par- 
doned unto him, remaining of his account, the ſum of 381, 10s. 
which I conceive, was for a reward, or gratuity ; whereupon, 
he yue to lady Felton, a white ambling palfrey. 

ir Raufe Mobberley, his _— ſettled on him, by * 
4 * 
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of chaplains entruſted, (as was the manner of thoſe times,) all his 
lands in Mobberley, with the advowſon of the church of Moh- 
berley, and other _ dated at Mobberley, 1359, 33 Edw. III. 
for, & Raufe, often proteſted, that all his lands ſhould deſcend to 
his nephew, John Leyceſter, and that his eſtate ſhould not be 
ſhattered and divided; as appears by the certificate of Sir John 
Wynkfeld, Knt. dated at London, 1300, 35 Ed. III. 

Yet did John Leyceſter, aiter, releaſe all his right in theſe 
lands, unto John Dumbill, of Mobberley, and Cicely, his wife, 
and alſo to the advowſon of the church of Mobberley, dated at 
Cheſter, 1 Rich. II. 1378; which Cicely, was one of the ſiſters 
of Sir Raufe Mobberley, aforeſaid ; but ſo conditioned and agreed 
between them, that Dumbill, and Cicely, ſhould ſettle fifteen 
meſſuages, 316 acres of land, 16 acres of wood, 8 acres of moſ- 
ſing, the third part of a water-mill, and the third part of all the 
waſtes not meaſured, (to be underſtood of that moiety of Moh- 
berley, belonging to Sir Raufe Mobberley,) to deſcend, after the 
death of John Dumbill, and Cicely, his wife, unto Raufe Ley- 
ceſter, younger brother of the ſaid John' Leyceſter, and to his 
heirs, for ever: which was ſo ſettled accordingly, 2 Rich, II. 
1379, and are at this day, (1666,) enjoyed by Leyceſter, of Toft, 
as heirs of the ſaid Rauſe, about a third part of Mobberley's moi- 
ety, of Mobberley. | 

This John Leyceſter, alſo ſold away his manor of Heild, in 
Aſton, to William del Heild, and Goditha, his wife, in fee farm, 
1355, 29 Ed. III. which manor, reverted back again, to Ley- 
ceſter of Tabley; to wit, one moiety purchaſed 1500, and the 
other moiety purchas'd again 1601. 

This John, built the manor-hall of Nether- Tabley, within 
the Pool, in that place where it now ſtandeth, about A. D. 1380, 
4 Rich. II. before which time, it ſtood a little higher, out of the 
compaſs of the Pool, in a certain place adjoining to the Saffron- 
yards, where there is yet a trench to be ſeen, which environed 
the old hall about with water; which old hall, I conjecture, was 
the ſeat of the Hearts, of Nether-Tabley, whoſe freehold was 
bought out by Roger Leyceſter. . 

John Leyceſter, ſealed conſtantly with his ſeal of his coat of 
arms, and creſt, which is cut corner-ways, according to the 
manner of thoſe ages, to wit,—A Feſſe, between three Fleur de 
Luces : over the dexter angle of the eſcocheon, which is ſet up- 
permoſt, is a helmet, wreath, and mantle, thereon, a Swan's 
head coup'd, guttee, inſcrib'd about thus,—Sig. Johannis Lei- 
ceſler; and ſundry others, affixed to ſeveral of his, deeds, under 
Richard the IId's reign. 

He married Jcan, daughter of Robert Touchet, of Nether- 
Whitley, 5 Rich. II. and had iſſue, William Leyceſter, fon and 
heir; Ravfe Leyceſter, another fon, living 14 Kick, II. 
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6 Norembris, 1387, Conceſſa fruit licentia Fohanni Leyceſter, 
pro oratorio ſuo apud Tabley, per unum annum. regiſt. Ricardi Scrgope 
apud Litchfeild. This is Mr. Dugdale's note. 

This John Leyceſter, died 1398, 22 Rich. II. about the age 
of fifty-eight years, and ſurvived his father, forty-nine years. 

5. William Leyceſter, of Nether-Tabley, Eſq; ſon and heir of 
Joun, is the firſt that I find ſtiled, De Tabley ; but this may be 

y reaſon of the ſtatute of additions, 1 Hen, V. Cap. 5. for till 
after this ſtatute, few were written, either of the place, or with 
the title of eſquire. Certain it is, this William, lived at his 
manor-houſe, of Nether-Tabley, which his father, John, had 
newly erected, and where his heirs have ever ſince fixed their re- 
ſidence, even to this day. He was one of the juſtices of the peace 
of Bucklow- hundred, in the reign of Henry V. (an office in 
thoſe days, of great eſteem,) and ſealed with a ſeal of his coat of 
arms, and creſt, in all points lixe that of his fathers, ſave only 
the ſorm of the mantle, was a little different. 

He had two wives; the firſt was, Agnes Dutton, ſiſter to Sir 
Piers Dutton, of Dutton, and daughter of Edmund Dutton, 
whom he married, A. D. 1398, 22 Rich. II. by her he had 
iſſue, John, Lawrence, and Ren living 5 Hen. VI. 
and Joan, a daughter, married to Thomas, fon of Thomas Starky 
de Wrenbury, 1422, 1 Hen. VI. alſo Cicely, married Thomas 
Maſterſon, of Maſterſon, nigh Nantwich. 

His ſecond wife was, Pillaryne, widow to Robert Maſſy, of 
Hale, and ſiſter to Sir Richard Cradock, Knt. whom he married, 
3 Hen.

8. Thomas Leyceſter, of Nether-Tabley, Eſq; fon and heir 
of John, had four wives; 1. Margaret, ſixth daughter and co- 
heir of Robert Groſvenor, of Houlme, nigh Nether-Pever, Eſqʒ 
whom he married, 1464, 4 Edw. IV. and had iſſue by her, John 
Leyceſter, fon and heir. By this Margaret, Thomas Leyceſter, 
bad the moiety of Nether-Pever, cum Little Pever, the third 
part of Over-Alderley, the third part of Pygreve wood, in the 
demain lands of Allofteck, in the county of Cheſter, and certain 
lands in Hope, juxta Aſtonſeild, in the county of Stafford, by 
partition, dated 5 Edw. IV. 1465, and Margery Groſvenor, 
fourth daughter and coheir, dying without iſſue, 1474. John 
Leyceſter, (ſon and heir of Thomas, and Margaret,) had in right 
of his mother, as ſiſter and coheir to Margery, a fifth part of Al- 
loſtock, by partition, dated 14 Edw.

This chapel, anciently was ſtiled, 
Uur Lady Mary's chapel; but of late times, Dutton's tenants, 
ave ſtiled it, Dutton-chapel ; and Levceſter's tenants, ſtiled it,

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Ley ceſter's chapel ; for both have right of burial here: but now 
of late, to wit, 1670, Leyceſter's part of the ſaid chapel, is ſepa- 
rated, and railed out from the reſt, and is now entire within it 
ſelf, as a diſtin chapel of it ſelf. 

In this lady Mary's chapel aforefaid, was anciently the image 
of the virgin Mary, cut in wood, curiouſly trimmed and decked, 
her ſhoes gilded, and hair faſtened on her head ; ſet on a frame 
of wood, about two foot high: but theſe idolatrous images were 
removed out of all the churches in England, upon reformation of 
religion, which was firſt done, by command of Henry VIII. 1538. 
Speed"s Hit. p. 790. But this, of Budworth, was taken down, 
hewed in pieces, and burned in the vicar's oven, about 1559, by 
command from Queen Elizabeth, who purged all the churches 
from what remained of thoſe images. a 

11. Peter Leyceſter, of Nether-Tabley, Eſq; ſon and heir, 
married Elizabeth, daughter and ſole heir of Edward Colwich, 
of Colwich, in Staffordſhire, Eſq; near Owſley bridge, 1 and 2 
Philip and Mary, 1554, and had ifſue, Peter, who died without 
:flue ; Alice, married Sir George Leyceſter, of Toft; Elizabeth, 
married George Legh, of High-Legh, Eſq; 1581, and Catherine, 
married John, ſon and heir of George Ireland, of Hutt, in Lan- 
caſhire, Eſq; 1583. 

This Peter, purchaſed Stanley of Hooton's, fifth part of Al-

He died 21 die Julii, 1581, 23 Eliz. and was buried at Great-

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13. Peter Leyceſter, of Nether-Tabley, Eſq; ſon and heir, 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Randle Manwaring, of Over- 
Pever, the elder, 1611, 9 Jac. I. He was but three years old, 
when his father Adam died,and was ward to his mother, who had 
compounded for his wardſhip with Q. Elizabeth, He had iflue 
Margaret, who died very young; Peter Leyceſter, who wrote the 
antiquities of Cheſhire, born March 3, 1613, Elizabeth, died 
very young; Philip, who died young; another Philip, born 1618, 
made fellow of Brazen-noſe college, 1643, and died, unmarried, 
1653; Thomas, who died, unmarried, 1652; Adam, captain 
of a company of foot in Ireland. who married Mrs. Mary T had- 
dius, widow of Lieutenant Pope, in Ireland, 1667, ſhe was 
daughter of Thaddius, late of Northdown, in Kent, of a 
welch extraction. Elizabeth, wife of Peter, died at Nether- 
Tabley, ſaturday, Nov. 13, 1641, and was buried at Over-Pe- 
ver, as ſhe had oft in her life-time deſired.

(a) I take it, by the time, that Dr. Aſſheton, was the ſon of this Wi liam; Mr Watts, 
vicar of Orpington, and St. Mary Cray, in Kent, gives this account of his valu.b'e man; 
That Dr. Aiſheton, was nearly related to Sir Raphe Aſſheton, and his father, rector of 
< Middleton. The doctor, being born in 1641, he was brought up st, ard was fellow 
© of Brazen- Noſe college, Oxtord, and declined the headſhip of it, when it was offered 
him. He was afterwards chaplain to the noble duke of Ormond, of that age, 
and continued the ſame to the duke, now abroad, his grandſon, and was pre- 
ſented by Sir Walter St. John, by his grace's intereſt, to the rect ry of Beckenham, 
in Kent, and by the archbiſhop of York, to a prebendary in his cathedral, for his uſetul 
writings, He was frequently proctor for the dioceſe of Rocheſter, in the convocations 
of his own t:'me : he wrote many books, and very good ones, of controverſy againſt the 
pꝛpiſts and diſſenters, and ſome of devotion, He was eſteem'd by all far his probity and 
integrity, and was an example to the clergy, in the exact diſcharge ot the duties of l 
profeſſion. He was particularly the author of the noble project. which he lived to ſce 
brought to perfection, in the mercer's e mpany, of theſe jointures, or annuities, the 
company granted to elerzymen's widows, and others, of 30 per cent. in caſe ſuch per- 
ſons, ſubſcribed for, ſurvived their huſbands, during life: the doctor, was put on this 
project, cut of his creat conſideration and compaſſion for the families of h's poor brethren 
of the clergy. The author takes notice, he might have riſ n to a biſhop. ick, in Ireland, 
under the duke r Ormend, but declined that, and all other pieferments, exe pt Neck 
enham, and received only the prebendary of York, as it was a voluntary offer of the 
archbiſhbop's, made to his merit in the church.

upon deſigning the foundation of a free ſchool here, and that 
the king ſhould have the honour thereof, (for which reſpect he 
had no little favour in his purchaſes, as I have credibly heard) 
obtained licence for the amortizing of lands thereto, of CC. 
marks per an. value, Converting the buildings to that uſe ; on 
the front whereof is this following inſcription :

Howbeit, till 15 Eliz. which was the year wherein he died,

John de Swinborne, 
Walter de Swethope, Nicholas de Swinburne, Cc. being bound 
ſor the ſame, 46 Hen.

As for Chollerton, he exchanged it with Alan, de Weſt Swin- 
burne, for Great Heaton, now called Capheaton, A. D. 1264, (5), 
and reſiding at Haluton, in Tyndale, A. D. 1278, John de 
Lille, whoſe family were afterwards high ſheriffs of the county, 
ſwore their fealty and ſervice in Clientela, to him and his po- 
ſterity, for 20 ſhillings rent to be annually received at the man- 
nour of Haluton.

Sir William, was a benefactor to Chollerton church, for the 
ſpecial memorial of himſelf, wife, and children every ſunday, 
And cotemporary with him was another William, ftiled of 
Houghton-ſtrother, perhaps his ſon, (or more probably the ſame} 
to whom Alexander, king of Scots, at the like inſtance of Queen 
Margaret, in the 24th year of Bis reign, grants a verdorſhip'; 
and to one of theſe William's, Alexander was ſon and heir, 
who, by deed without date, entailed his mannour of Heaton, 
which Alan de Swinburne, held for term of his life, by demiſe of

This ſaid William, died about 1333, having had iſſue a daugh- 
ter, married to John de Thellwall ; and another Sir William 
who A. D. 1343, paid 23 J. ſterling, for his mannour of Cap- 
heaton, to Adam de Vaux, lord of Beaumont.—A, D. 1347 
he was a witneſs to an indenture of Alexander Fenwick, of hab 
to his ſon John Fenwick. 16 Rich. II. A. D. 1392, Sir Tho- 
mas de Swinburne, K nt. conſtituted him and William Teſdale, 
of Kaverſdale, his attorneys. The ſame year, Robert Steel, 
vicar of the college of Windſor, proctor, and eſpecial attorney 
of that college, grants him, and Sir William Angram, vicar of 
the church of Symondburne, by indenture the ſaid parochial 
church of Symondburne, dated at Hexham. 18 Rich, II. is 3 
receipt from William Kettering, receiver of John, duke of Ac- 
quitane, and Lancaſter, whereby it appears that the {aid dyke 
had granted Sir William, 201. per annum for his life.

6s. in part of 2 
greater ſum, dated at Swinborne, 5 Hen, IV. A. D. 1403. 
wherein ſhe is called lady Mary, who was the wife of Sir Wil- 
liam de Swinburne, Knt, and their iſſue were, a third Sir Wil- 
liam ; and Robert; alſo a daughter, Joan, married to John 
de Lyſle, 

As for the ſons, there was an entailment made by Richard 
Vaux, and Robert Lang, who granted unto William, all thoſe 
lands, rents, and ſervices, which they had in Northumberland, 
and liberties of Ridſdale, and Tindale, in demeſne and ſerv ice, to 
hold unto the faid William, of his lawful heirs, of the chiet 
lord of the fee, by the uſual ſervices ; failing them, to Robert, 
his brother ; failing them, -to Alan Swinburne, for term of lite ; 
and after his deceaſe to John, ſon of John de Thirlewall, the 
younger, and his lawful heirs males, with a proviſo that John, 
bare the name and arms of the ſaid William, ſon of William de 
Swinburne ; failing him, unto Richard, ſon of Alan de Swin— 


burne ; and failing them, the manor of Ralys, with Aue 
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to remain to the right heirs of the ſaid William, for ever, dated 
at Chollerton, on the vigil of the aſcenſion, 1 Ric. II. 

Sir William de Swinburne, the third, in 4 Hen. VI. was re- 
tained by Sir Robert Ogle, for the ſafe keeping of Barwick-caſtle, 
committed to his cuſtody, and in 21 Hen. 6. A. D. 1442. 
he entailed de la Hugh, and Stanfordham, on his couſin John 
Swinburne, and his heirs, and for want of iſſue, to his own 
right heirs. What iſſue he had, if any, I cannot find, or where 
he died; but his couſin John, was his next heir; which John, 
was a very religious man, as by an old writing with a conventual 
ſeal, ſheweth ; for the Minim-fryars at Newcaſtle, received ſevexal 
charities of the ſaid John, and Iris, his wife, whereupon they 
promiſe to pray for them, as benefactors, after the ſame manner 
they were wont to do, for their own brethren, friends, &c. in 
4 recommendation as well before as after their death.

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John Swinborne, Eſq; eldeſt ſon and heir, ſucceeded his fa- 
ther, from whom he imbibed his principles of loyalty, for which 
King Charles I. granted him a patent for a baronet, but through 
the iniquity of thoſe days, which was hard upon him on that ſcore, 
the ſame was never taken out, and ſeveral of his deeds and evi- 
dences were fraudulently embezzled. He married thrice, firſt 
Dorothy, eldeſt daughter of Cuthbert Heron, of Chipchaſe, 
Eſq. 2dly, Iſabel, daughter of Sir Thomas Tempeſt, of Stella, 
Bart. by whom was iſſue, Troath, married to Henry Grey, of 
Birchfield, in com. Northumberland ; and Ifabel, to George 
Forcer, of Harberhouſe, in com. Dunelm. Efqrs; thirdly, Anne, 
eldeſt daughter of Sir Charles Blount, of Maple-durham, in

John Swinborne, of Capheaton, Eſq; on whom his majeſty 
in the 12th year of his reign, (having regard to his loyalty, and 
zeal for the reſtoration) advanced to the dignity of a baronet ;

Berks, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue three ſons, Sir John, his 
ſucceſſor; Matthew, married 1738, to Eleanora Thirlwall, ſole 
heireſs of Thirlwall-caſtle, in Northumberland; and Thomas 
all now living, Sir William, died in 1716.

William, and Randle, his ſons, being witneſſes; which grant, 
with many others, Richard, earl of Cheſter, confirmed, 1119, 19

His ſeal, 17 Rich, II. had the impreſſion of his coat, and creſt, 
to wit, in an eſcocheon, two Barrs only, and corner-ways, 0! 
the dexter angle, on a helmet, an Aſs-head, couped, inſcribe 
about—S, Millielni Maynwaringe. For now, the elder houſe 0! 
Warmincham, was extinct, and devolved to a daughter and heir; 
wherefore, he bears their coat without diſtinction, as next hei 
male, which his heirs have ever ſince continued, to wit, Argent, 
two Bairs, gules ; the Creſt, an Aſs-head, Couped, proper. 5 
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This William, died without iſſue, 1399, 22 Rich. II. and was 
buried at Aghton church, leaving John Manwaring, his half bro- 
ther, to ſucceed in his inheritance. 

ohn Manwaring, of Over-Pever, half brother and heir to the 
laſt William, and ſon to William Manwaring, the elder, by Eli- 
zabeth, his ſecond wife, married Margaret, the widow of Sir ſohn 
Warren, of Pointon, in Cheſhire, and daughter and heir of Sir 
John Stafford, of Wigham, about 13 Rich. II. for Sir John War- 
ren, died the tenth of Richard II. 

The King gave to this John Manwaring, all the lands and 
goods of Sir Hugh Browe, which the ſaid Si Hugh, had for- 
feited by his rebellion, dated 18 Auguſti, 4 Hen. IV. This John 
Manwaring, waited on the prince, afterwards King Henry V. 
and he was made ſheriff of Cheſhire, (quamdia nobis placuerit, ) 18 
Septembris, 4 Hen. IV. and continued ſheriff, 5 Hen. IV. and 
6 Hen. IV. in which writ, the earl of Cheſter calls him, Armi- 
gerum ſuum | 

He had alſo an annual penſion of twenty marks, given him, 
pro bono ſervitio impenſo & impendendo, 8 Hen. IV. 

Alſo he, with Matthew Del Mere, and Thomas ay 
were conſtituted Judges of the goal delivery, at Cheſter, hac vice, 
no die Aprilis, 5 Hen. IV. 

This John Manwaring, died without lawful iſſue, 11 Hen. IV. 
1410, leaving his brother, Randle, to ſucceed in his inheritance : 
Margaret, his widow, ſurviv'd, and was living 4 Hen. V. He 
had a baſtard ſon, by Margery Winnington, call'd Peter Man-

Upon the concluſion of the peace of Ryſ- 
wick, he went to Paris, and on his return, was made one of the cemmiſſionors of the 
cuſtoms ; he was admitted a member of th2 kit-cat club, and was looked upon as one of 
the chief ornaments and ſupports of it, by his pleaſantry and wit. In the beginning of 
Queen Anne's reign, the lord-treaſurer, Godolphin, engaged Mr. Done, to quit the of- 
fice of auditor of the impreſts, his lordſhip paying him ſever-l thouſand pounds for ding 
it, and he never let Mr. Maynwaring, know, what he intended to do for him, till be 
made him a preſent of a patent for that office. In the parliament, 170, he was a but- 
geſs for Preſton, in Lancaſhire. He had a conſiderable ſhare in the Medley, and was au- 
thor of ſeveral ther pieces. He died at St. Alban's, Nov. 13, 1712, having ſome t me 
beft re his death, made his will, in which, he left Mrs. Oldfield, the celebrated ares, 
his executrix, by whom he had a fon, Arthur Maynwaring ; he divided his eſtate pretty

ner (Y), viz. Gl. 13s. 4d. a ſalary tor the ſchoolmaſter; 251. 3s. od. 
for the poor, to find them yearly in proviſions and coals ; and the 
reſidue for the repairs of the ſchool, alms-houſe, and iſle in the 
church (i). He made alſo a cauſey, of timber, over the marſhes, 
from Walthamſtow, to Lock-bridge, upon the river Ley. He 
lies buried in Walthamſtow church, on the north ſide of the com- 
munion-table (4), where is an ancient fair table monument, of 
him, and his lady; the braſs plates pulled off; but Weaver, has 
this inſcription for him, and Anne, his ſecond wife (/) : 

Here lyeth Sir Georg Monox, Knight, ſomtym Lord Maior of 

London, and Dame Ann, his wyfe, whych Sir Georg dyed... 

1543, and Dame Ann 1500. 
There is alſo a label, with theſe words on a braſs plate, coming out 
of his mouth (, O Lord, ſhew thy mercy upon us. Another label 
with theſe words out others, O Lord, give us thy ſalvation. This 
gentleman, (who lived at Moons,) was a noble benefactor to the 
pariſh ot Walthamſtow, and was founder of the hoſpital and ſchool, 
ſituate in the church- yard, and alſo endowed them well; but much 
of the endowment is witadrawn : for the recovery of which,endea- 
yours have been made, more than once, by the inhabitants, with 
the ſucceſſors of the truitecs, at commiſſions for charitable uſes ;

HE preſent Sir William Keyt, Bart. is deſcended from an 

ancient and worſhipful family, of Ebrington, in the county 
of Glouceſter (a), of near four hundred years continuance, as 
appears from the inſcription on the monument of William Keyt, 
Eſq; who died A. D. 1632. 

The faid William Keyt, Eſq; was twice married ; firſt, to 
Eglantine, daughter of Edmond Riley, of Camden, in com. Glou- 
ceſt. by whom he had two ſons; John, who ſucceeded him in 
his eſtate ; and William, who died unmarried, March 28, 1642, 
#t, 57, and lies buried at Ebrington; and two daughters, Anne, 
married to Mr. John Andrews, of Aſthall, in Oxfordſhire ; and 
Elizabeth, married to Mr, Glover. The ſecond wife of the ſaid 
William Keyt, Eſq; was, Eleanor, the relict of Mr. Thomas 
Porter, of Mickleton, in the county of Glouceſter, aforeſaid, 
daughter and coheir of John Salmon, of Nottingham, Gent. by 
whom he had no iſſue, This William Keyt, was high ſheriff of 
the county of Worceſter, and rich in good works, as well as in 
worldly eftate, being not only charitable to the poor in his life- 
time but alſo at his death ; he ordered the milk of ten cows to 
be given every year, from the 10th of May, to the 1it of Novem- 
ber, unto the poor of Ebrington, for ever. He died on the ides, 
that is, on the 15th day of October, 1632, according to his epi- 
taph, but according to the pariſh regiſter, he was buried on the 
12th of that month, and in the ſeventy-cighth year of his age. 
On the ſouth fide of the chancel of Ebrington, within the rails, 
there is a monument creed for him, with this inſcription ():

The forementioned John Keyt, Eſq; was, in the worſt of 
times, a true ſon of the church of England, and a loyal ſubject to 
his prince; he was a juſtice of the peace, and high ſheriff, firſt, 
of Worceſterſhire, and aſterwards of Glouceſterſhire; a lover of 
hoſpitality, but a hater of intemperance; very juſt in paying 
tradeſmen, and workmen, and very charitable to his poor neigh- 
bours. It pleaſed God to tranſlate him to a better world, on the 
25th day of April, in the year of our Lord 1660, and in the ſe- 
venty-ſixth year of his age, and he lies buried in the chancel of 
Ebrington, with this inſcription on his grave-ſtone :

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E DING FELD, is a family, (as Mr. Camden, informs 

us,) of undoubted antiquity, and takes its name from a toun 
in Suffolk: its a family that hath enjoy'd the honour of knight- 
hood, many hundred years, a title, (formerly) not granted to any 
but thoſe of the firſt rank and quality in their country. 

The firſt of this family, on whom the honour of baronet was 
conferr'd, was, Sir Henry Bedingfeld, of Oxburgh, in Norfolk, 
(grandfather of the preſent Sir Henry Bedingfeld ;) whoſe ſon, 
was the ſeventeenth knight of the family, which ſufficiently 
beſpeaks the great antiquity of the family; but thro' the occa- 
hon of the civil wars, in which it ſo eminently ſuffer'd (%, 
all the ancient deeds and charters, were moſt of them plundered 
and imbezled. That the anceſtor of this family came into Eng- 
land, from Normandy, with William, the conqueror, has been a 
conſtant tradition in the family; that his name was, Longville, 
of no ſmall quality in that province; that having, as well by 
purchaſe, as by the king's gifts, poſſe(s'd themſelves of ſeveral ma- 
nors, in Suffolk, and Norfolk,; the manor of Bedingfeld, in Sut- 
folk, was made their chief ſeat, and thereupon, according to the 


cuſtom of thoſe times, they changed their names into that of the 
manor, 
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manor, viz, Rogerus de Bedingfeld, and which, de, in proceſs of 
time being left out, it paſſed for their ſurname, as in ſeveral o- 
ther families, viz. the Montfords, Beaumonts, &c. and there is 
in the family (a), a Bannevolt, ſuch as knights kad born before 
them in war, with a very ancient French deviſe. 

The manor of Oxburg, (with others, in Norfolk,) came an- 
ciently into the family by the marriage of Edmond Bedingfeld, with 
Margaret, daughter of Sir Robert de Fuddenham, Ent. (and Mar- 
garet, his wife, daughter of Sir John de Herling, Knt. and ſiſter 
to Sir Robert de Herling, Ent, and aunt and heir to Anne, daugh- 
ter of dir Robert, ) and ſiſter and coheir to Robert de Tuddenham ; 
ſhe died, 14 Edw. IV. and Oxburg, from that time became their 
manſion · ſeat. 

Edw. IV. king of England, by letters patent, the twenty- ſecond 
of his reign, granted to his beloved ſervant (4), Edmond Beding- 
{1d, of Oxburg, for his faithful ſervices, licence to build towers, 
walls, and ſuch otker fortifications, as he pleaſed, in his manors 
of Oxburg, together with a market there, weekly, and a court 
of pye-powder, This Sir Edmond Bedingfeld (c), was made a 
knight of the Bath, at the coronation of Richard III. King 
Henry VII. in the third year of his reign, granted to Sir Henry 


Bedingfeld, of Oxburg, three manors in Yorkſhire (d), viz. 


Wold, Newton, and Gaynton, to him, and his heirs males, for 
ever, for his faithful ſervice againſt the northern rebels, which 
patent, was afterwards renewed, and confirmed by Henry VIII. 

When Ed. VI. died, and a court faction bad proclaimed Queen 
Jane Gray (e), Sir Henry Bedingfeld, was one of the firſt knights 
that came into the affiſtance of Queen Mary, with a body of his 
ſervants and tenants, ſhe being then at Framlingham caſtle, in 
the county of Suffolk ; and after her coronation, the Queen made 
him governor of the Tower of London, and one ot her privy- 
council (/), as appears by his epitaph, on a noble tomb, in his 
own chapel, within Oxburg church, 

Queen Elizabeth granted to the ſame (g) Sir Henry Beding- 
feld, the manor of Caldecot, in Nortolk, with the impropria- 
tion thereof to him and his heirs; which is a manifeſt demon- 
{tration that ſhe was well pleaſed with his behaviour towards her, 
while ſhe was his priſoner ; and ſufficiently confutes that part of 


the hiſtory of a noble prelate, who endeavours to repreſent him 


5 2 rough, rude man, and that therefore the queen was wont ta 
call him her jaylor; which, however, may as well be conſtrued 
a term of pda familiarity, as of contempr. 

He married Catherine, daughter to Sir Roger Townſhend, one 
of the judges of the court of common-plcas, Nut. (anceſtor to 
the preſent lord viſcount Townthend) by whom he had a nu-

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merous iſſue, from whom ſeveral branches of the Bedingfelds are 
deſcended : Thomas, his grandſon (as I take it) married Fran- 
ces, daughter of Sir John Jernegan, of Somerletown, in Suffolk, 
K nt. (who ſurviving him was re- married to Sir Henry Jernegan, 
of Coſſey, in Norfolk, Knt.) by her he had Henry, his fon 
and heir. 

But from Sir Henry, the governor of the Tower, to the 
breaking out of the civil wars in 1641 (a), nothing has been ſaid 
remarkable of the family, but the mighty hoſpitality from ge- 
neration to generation, which they have kept up in their own 
country, where they have retired ever ſince the reformation, 

But upon breaking out of the civil wars, Sir Henry Beding- 
feld, (fon and heir of Thomas, beforementioned) the- great- 
erandfather of the (Y) preſent Sir Henry, with his two eldeſt ſons, 
Thomas, and Henry, then ripe for arms, flew to the royal ſtan- 
dard; Thomas, was made colonel, and Henry, a captain of 
horſe, and both behaved themſelves with great conduct and 
courage. 

Sir Henry, was made priſoner, and committed to the tower, 
(c) and narrowly as death, which, however, he did not 
Jong ſurvive, after his releaſe. He had two wives, firſt, Eliza- 
beth, daughter of the Jard William Howard, of Na worth- 9 
in Cumberland, third ſon of Thomas, duke of Norfolk, and 
anceſtor to the earl of Carliſle, by whom he had only one child, 
Thomas, beforementioned : his ſecond wife was Elizabeth, 
daughter and coheir of (4) Peter Haughton, Eſq; alderman of Lon- 
con, Ly whom he had four ſons, and four daughters, viz. Hen- 
Ty; William; Edmund, and John. 

Thomas, the only ſon by the firſt venter, married (e) Mary, 
daughter of Robert Brookſby, of Sheffield, in the county of 
Leiceſter, Eſq; and died without iſſue.— Henr the ſecond ſon, 
married in his eldeſt brother's life-time (/), Margaret, daugh- 
ter and ſole heir of Edward Paſton, of Appleton, in the county 
of Nortolk, Eſq; William, the third fon (g), had been bred a- 
broad, in military diſcipline, and was a captain in the guards, 
and a great favourite of the ſo famous old duke of Lorraine ; he 
afterwards returned into England, married a widow, and died 
without iſſue. Edmund, the ſourth ſon (5%, took to the church, 
became a canon of Lier, in Brabant, where he died, in the uni- 
verſal opinion of ſanctity, and lies buried on the right fide of the 
choir, under a fair marble tomb. John, the fifth ſon, dicd a 
batchelor. 

Of the four daughters (i), the eldeſt was married to Colonc 
Aprice, in the county of Huntington, Eſq; the ſecond daugh- 
ter to Thomas Timperley, of Hintleſham, in the county of

Bart, all which families, (except the Cobbe's, which is extinct) 
do all ſubſiſt, and in a flouriſhing condition. 

Henry Bedingfeld, Eſq; beforementioned, happened to ſur- 
vive all his brothers and fiſters, (Mrs. Cobbe's, excepted) (a), 
and to enjoy a long tranquillity, after the reſtoration of King 
Charles IT. and when he had lain before that prince, who had 
deſired it, a calculation of the ſufferings of the family in their 
eſtate, which manifeſtly appeared to be above 45,000 I. his ma- 
jeſty replied with concern, that it was too great for him to re- 
compence ; to which Mr, Bedingfeld anſwered, that all he 
begged of his majeſty was, that he might hope for the future, 
to enjoy in quiet that little which was left. 

His majeſty did afterwards confer the dignity of a baronet 
upon him, 2 the great and eminent ſervices done by him 
and his family; but his ſon being ſoon after knighted by his 
majeſty, the father let lie dormant his patent for many years 
after, which poſtponed him to many of the order in point of 
ſeniority, This gentleinan (5), was eſteemed one of the moſt 
compleat and accompliſhed men of the age, the comelineſs of his 
perſon, the clearneſs of his parts, and that noble ſweetneſs of 
his temper, gave him ſo great 2 credit and authority in his 

3 any thing was thought well done, without his 
approbation; and many miſunderſtandings amongſt the greateſt 
families, that friends had tried to compromiſe, and could not, 
were referred to him, and happily determined. Vet the moſt 
fortunate part of his character, was his felicity in a companion 
or a wife, in the perſon of the beforementioned Mrs. Margaret 
Paſton, who, beſides the great portion ſhe brought, equalled 
him in all his merits, aided him through all his afflictions, and 
in his abſence, when forced to fly beyond the ſeas, managed his 
whole concerns, and a numerous family, all with the utmoſt 
art and prudence ; and fo careful in the whole conduct of her 
life, as Sir Henry, amongſt his dying words declared, That ſbe 
bad been a wife, who had never once diſpleaſed bim; and yet if he 
had lived fix weeks longer, they had been married fifty years.

very accompliſhed gentleman ; ſhe had the reputation of being 
one of the moſt perfect beauties of the age, and yet an excel. 
lent wife, and died without iſſue, The ſecond daughter wa 
married to Richard Caryll, of Harting, in Suſſex, Eſq; a per- 
ſon of great merit, then but a younger brother, though with avery 
competent eſtate ; but ſince his death, the whole + «he devolved 
on his iſſue, which were very numerous and happy. Mary, 
the third daughter, became the ſecond wife of Thomas Eyre, 
of Haſſop, in the county of Derby, Eſq; a gentleman of mot 
eminent worth and good breeding, and left by her ſix ſons, and 
as many daughters, each ſo happily hopeful, as can hardly be 
parallelled by ſuch another inftance through all England. Mar- 
garet, and Anne, the fourth and fifth daughters, became reli 
gious, amongſt the Carmelites at Lier, in the province of Bra- 
bant, where Margaret, was ſuperior of the houſe (c). 
Sir Henry Bedingfeld, Bart. the eldeſt ſon and ſucteſlor to the

his hoſpitality, and ſplendid houſe-keeping, as no gentleman of 
his rank and fortune did any where exceed him ; and had not 
the religion of his anceſtors, in which he was born and bred, 
obſtructed his coming into the public ſtations of his country, no 
man whatever would have been more popular, 

He was twice married, firſt to Anne, only daughter and heir 
to Charles, viſcount Andover, afterwards earl of Berkſhire, by 
whom he had no iſſue. His ſecond wife was Elizabeth, young- 
eſt daughter of Sir John Arundell, of Lanhern, in the county 
of Cornwall, Bart. by whom he had three daughters, Elizabeth, 
who died young at Bruſſels; Margaret, who married Sir John 
ſernegan, Bart. eldeſt fon and heir of Sir Francis Jernegan, of 
Coſſey, in the county of Norfolk, Bart. and Francis, who was 
married to Sir Francis Anderton, of Loſtock, in the county of 
Lancaſhire, Bart. (who died without iſſue ;) and one only ſon, 
Sir Henry-Arundell, his ſucceſſor. 

Sir Henry 8. died 14 Sept. 1704, and lies interred in the 
ſaid chapel of Oxburgh, between his two wives, at the foot of 
a noble monument, erected for them by the ſaid Sir Henry, in 
his life-time.

of Chicheſter ; and was father of William de Ernele, of Ernele, 
8 Edw. II. and John, William, the eldeſt ſon, left two daugh- 
ters his heirs, Iſabel, wife of Foulk Paulin; and Agnes, wife of 
Gilbert de Ledys. The poſterity of which Gilbert, continued 
for many deſcents in the county of Suſſex, and gave three eglets 
for their arms, probably in regard of their deſcent from Ernele. 

John, ſecond fon, was of Chicheſter 1 Edw. III. and was 
knight of the ſhire for Suſſex, 4 Edw.

II. and took 
to wife Heſter, daughter and coheir of James Price, of Pilleth, 
in Radnorſhire, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue one ſon, and four 
daughters. 

Sir Thomas Morgan, Bart. his only ſon, likewiſe repreſented 
the county of Hereford, in the two laſt parliaments of Queen Anne, 
and was elected again for the ſaid county, in the firſt parliament 
of the late reign, and died Dec. 14, 1716, leaving iſſue by 
Anne, only child of John Roydhouſe, of St. Martin's in the 
fields, in Middleſex, Eſq; 

Sir John Morgan, the preſent baronet, who is one of the re- 
preſentatives in the preſent parliament, for the city of Hereford, 
and as yet unmatried,

| prieſt, another a nun at Malden,) he left, 
F Richard Oſborn, his ſon and heir, who marrying the daugh- 
ter of Cawſton, of the county of Eſſex, in 1471. 10 Edw, 
IV. left iſſue two ſons, John, and Richard. 
oe Oſborn, his eldeſt ſon, left iſſue only one daughter. 
ichard Oſborn, his ſecond ſon, ſituated himſelf at Tyld- 
Hall, in Efſex, and died 1544, 35 Hen VIII. leaving two ſons, 
John, and Peter. 

John Oſborn, his eldeſt fon, left iſſue three daughters, who in 
the end were coheirs, (and of which the eldeſt married Sir Ri- 
chard Bettenſon, of Chadbury, in the county of Kent, Knt.) 
and one fon Richard, who by his firſt wife had four daughters; 
and by his ſecond wife Elizabeth (c), daughter of Robert Coke, 
Eſq; and fiſter to lord chief-juſtice Coke; he had three ſons, 
who all dying without iſſue, the daughters of John, above- men- 
tioned, became coheireſſes. 

Peter Oſborn, Eſq; (the ſecond ſon of Richard, of Tyld-

tion of religion, He was made treaſurer's remembrancer in 
the exchequer, to him and his heirs, by grant (4) 6 Edw.VI. and 
was alſo keeper of the privy-purſe to King Edw. VI. and a great 
friend of Sir John Cheke's, who died at his houſe, But in Queen 
Mary's reign, he was committed to priſon. In Queen Elizabeth's 
reign, he was again in favour at court, (and particularly with lord. 
Burleigh) being one of the high commiſſioners for eccleiiaſtical 
attairs, And marrying Anne, daughter of Dr. Blyth, the firſt 
publick King's reader 3 phyſick, at Cambridge, (by Alice, ſiſter 
to Sir John Cheke, tutor to Edward VI.) he had eleven ſons, 
and eleven daughters, of whom Elizabeth, married Sir Edward 
Duncomb,

him the profits of the two foregoing years, which he had reſerved 
for that purpoſe. | 

He left iſſue four ſons, by Dorothy, daughter and coheir of 
Richard Barlee, of Eſſingham-hall, in Eſſex, Eſq; (who was ſon of 
Francis Barlze, of Bibſworth, Eſq; by Dorothy, his wie, 
daughter of Richard, lord Rich, lord-chancellor of England.) 
Francis Oſborn, his youngeſt ſon, was born about 1500, and 
educated in a private manner, and at ripe years frequented the 
court ; he died at Nether-worton, near Dedington, in Oxford- 
ſhire, in the houſe of William Draper, Eſq; whoſe ſiſter he had

By a very ancient grant, from Reginald de Villecore, to Tho- 
mas Colleton (+), of an eſtate, and by ſubſequent deeds, in the 
beginning of Edw, I. we find, they ſtiled themſelves, gentlemen;

They have been reſident many years, in Devonſhire, and there 
are now villages in that county, called after their names (c), as, 
Colleton-Raleigh, Colleton-Bury, &c. 

Peter Colleton, father of Sir John, lived at Exeter, and left 
five ſons, Peter, John, Henry, Hugh, and William ; and two 
daughters; all the ſons, died abroad without iſſue, except John, 
who ſucceeded his father, Peter, and was very active in the be- 
ginning of the civil wars, for King Charles I. was a captain of 
foot, and had a commiſſion for colonel, from Sir John Berkley, 
afterwards lord Berkley, ſigned by the prince of Wales; which 
regiment he raiſed within ten days, and expended for the king's 
ſervice (4) 400001. and had beſides, 70001. ſequeſtered and plun- 
dered by the rebels. He was forced to go to Barbadoes ; and jul 
aſter the reſtoration, Sir John Berkley, preſented the following 


certificate to the king (e) :

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© moore, near Derlington. The captaines of this rout, were 
named, Gilbert Middleton, and Walter Selby. Not content 
© to take all the treaſure of the cardinals, the biſhop, and their 
© traine, they carried the biſhop priſoner to Morpeth, where they 
© conſtrained him to pay a great ranſom. Gilbert Middleton, 
© was ſoone aſter taken at his owne caſtle of Nitford, carried to 
London, and there drawen and hanged in the preſence of the 
© cardinals. After this, one Sir Goſeline Deinuill, and his bro- 
© ther, Robert, came with a great company to divers of the bi- 
© ſhop of Durham's houſes, in the habits of fryers, and ſpoiled

* teitures of warre, in as ample fort, within his owne liberties, as 
* the king without, That which by ſome is attributed to Ra- 

* nulph Flambard, I finde by other reported of this man, to wit, 

* that it was he who compalled the city of Durham, with a wall, 

© certaine it is, that he built a hall, kitchin, and chappel, at Mid- 

* dleham. But before he could quite finiſh the chapell, he died, 
to wit, September 22, or (as one delivered,) September 28, 

* 1333. Helieth buried before the high altar, at Durham, co- 

* yered with a marble ſtone, curiouſly wrought, and inlayd with 

* brafſe, provided by himſelf in his life-time.” 

Henry Beaumont, the fourth ſon of Lewis, and Agnes, had 
likewiſe grants of ſeveral honours, in England, and bore many 
eminent imployments in the ſtate. This Henry Beaumont, is 
generally ſuppoſed to come from France, on the inſtance of Q. 
Eleanor, wife of King Edward I. for Iſabel, his ſiſter, (wife of 
John, lord Veſci, of Alnewicke, one of the greateſt barons of the 
north, ) is ſtil'd in our records, kinſwoman to that Queen; and the 
faid Henry, himſelf, (in 1 Ed. IT.) is tiled, Canſanguineus regis (a); 
at which time, (in conſideration of his eminent ſervices to King 
Edw. I.) he had a grant in fee, of Folkingham, with ſeveral other 
manors, in com. Linc. and of all the knights fees, belonging to 
Gilbert de Gaunt, which his widow then held in dower. In 
2 Edw. II. he was join'd i1 commiſſion with others, for guarding 
the marches of Scotland ; and the next year, being made con- 
ſable of Roxborough caſtle, he was again ſent, with the earl of 
Hereford, and Robert de Clifford, to guard the marches ; like- 
wiſe, on the death of Alexander, biſhop of Lincoln, the cuttodr 
— Q 4 of 
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of the caſtle of Somerton, was given him for life, (being at that 
time conſtable of the caſtle of Dumfreeze,) alſo the ſame year, 
had a grant of the Iſle of Man, for life, by the ſame tenure its 
lords uſually perform'd, to the Kings of Scotland. In / Edw, II. 
he was a commiſſioner, to whom the ſeneſchal of Gaſcoign, was 
to attend, on matters agitated in the parliament of Paris, before 
the end of which year, being again imploy'd in Scotland, he was 
at the ſiege of Strivelin, and the fatal battle of Bannockſborne. 
In 10 Edw. II. he was the King's lieutenant for the North, and 
the next year, governor of the caſtle of Montandre, in Gaſcoigne; 
and the year following, join'd with Andrew de Harcla, ear] of 
Carliſle, to reſtrain the incurſions of the Scots, for which people 
he had fo little kindneſs, (notwithſtanding he had a great eſtate 
amongſt them, by marrying one of the coheirs to Alexander, carl 
of Boghan, conſtable of Scotland, ) that tho he was a baron of the 
realm, and ſworn both of the great and privy-council, yet he 
;zrreverently refuſed to give the King his advice, towards facilitat- 
ing a peace with them ; at which the King, highly incens'd, 
committed him to priſon ; but being bail'd out, and his majeſty's 
heat allay'd, he came again into favour, and was ſent, (18 Ed. II.) 
one of the ambaſſadors to treat of peace, with Charles, King of 
France: but ſoon afterwards, adhering to the Queen, and prince, 
with other nobles, againſt the King, he was ſeiz'd, and ſent pri- 
ſoncr to Warwick caſtle, and from thence to Wallingford ; yet 
upon a turn of affairs, one of the articles againſt Hugh le Deſpen- 
cer, the younger, was for cauſing this Henry, to be impriſon'd, 
Standing firm in the intereſt of the Queen, and prince, he at- 
tended her to the earl of Heynalt, on her going out of England; 
and when the King, (almoſt totally deſerted,) attempted to fly be- 
yond ſea, he was by him taken and brought back, and deliver'd 
priſoner to the Queen; for which ſervice, he obtain'd the lord- 
ſhip (a) of Loughborough, in com. Leiceſt. belonging to Hugh le 
de Spencer, {the younger ſon to Hugh, earl of Wincheſter,) then 
attainted. In the reign of Edw, III. the lands ef the. Engliſh no- 
bility being ſeiz'd, in Scotland, this Henry, (bearing then the 
titleof earl of Boghan,) went, with others, into Scotland, and en- 
countering the Scots, routed them near Glediſmore, by whoſe 
advice and council that memorable victory was obtain'd. But 
this being done without the King's knowlege, his lands in Eng- 
land, were ſeiz d; yet ſoon after, upon an hearing in parliament, 
of what was objected againſt him, he had reſtitution thereof by 
the full conſent. of the peers 3 upon a farther repreſentation to 
David, King of Scotland, he obtained his lands in Scotland. A- 
bout the eighth of Edw. III. Iſabel de Veſcy, his ſiſter, dying 
without iflue, a conſiderable eſtate fell to him: in 10 Edw. III. 


being then conſtable of the army, he was ſent into Scotland, K 
the

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the defence of that realm; alſo the ſame year, attended the King 
no Flanders, and two years after, was made juſtice of Scotland. 
He denarted this life in 14 Edw. III. being one of the moſt po- 
tent men of his time. He had, with Alice, his wife, (daughter, 
and at length ſole heir to Alexander Comin, earl of Boughan, in 
Scotland,) the manor of Whitwick (a), in Leiceſterſhire, with 
divers other lands and poſſeſſions in the faid county, and was fuc- 
ceeded therein by John, his ſon and heir. 

Which John, lord Beaumont, was conſtable of England, 12 
Ed. II. and in 13 Ed. III. was in the expedition then made into 
Flanders; was likewiſe retain'd to ſerve the 3 in his fleet, and 
the ſame year, ſerv'd in the wars of Scotland. He died two years 
aſter his father, viz. in 16 Edw. III. having had ſummons to par- 
liament that ſame year; leaving, by Eleanor, his wife, fifth 
daughter of Henry Plantagenet, earl of Lancaſter, (grandſon to 
King e III.) an only ſon, Henry, who ſucceeded him in ho- 
nour and eſtate. 

Which Henry, lord Beaumont, was born beyond ſea, but na- 
turaliz d in parliament, in 25 Edw. III. and had ſummons to par- 
lament, as a baron; and having been in the wars of Gaſcoign, 
in 40 Edw. III. died in 43 Edw. III. leaving by his wife, Mar- 
garet, (daughter to John 5 Vere, earl of Oxford,) John, his ſon 


| and heir. The memory of which marriages was preſerv'd in the 


church of Barton, upon Humber, in this tetraſtick :

John, lord Beaumont, (fon and heir of Henry,) was at Bur- 
broke, in 7 Ric, II. when the King of France, with his whole 
army, beſieg'd it; and accompanied John of Gaunt, duke of 
Lancaſter, into Spain, in 10 Rich. II. yet before the end of the 
year, he was expell'd the court, as an evil counſellor to the King, 
by the great lords aſſembled at Haringey-Park ; but theſe heats 
abating, he roſe again in power, was made admiral of the King's 
fleet northwards, and one of the wardens of the Scotch marches 
was afterwards employed in the wars of France, made governor 
of Cherburgh caſtle, conſtable of Dover caſtle, warden of the 
cinque-ports, and knight of the garter; and having been ſum- 
moned to parliament, from 7 to 18 Rich, II. dicd full of honour, 
in 20 Rich, II. He had by his firſt wife (4), Catherine, daugh- 
ter and heir of Sir Thomas Everingham, of Laxton, Knt. three 
ſons, 1. Henry, 2. Thomas, hereafter mentioned, and 3. Richard; 
but I don't find he had any iſſue by his ſecond wife, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Thomas Mowbray, earl-marſhal, widow to N _ 
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las, lord Audley, of Heleigh, who, ſurviving him, was after. 
wards married to Michael dela Pole, carl of Suffolk. 

From Henry, who died 1 Hen. V. (eldeſt fon of the ſaid John,) 
by his wife, Elizabeth, daughter of William, lord Willoughby, 
deſcended by a younger ſon, the Beaumonts, of Weddeſbury, in 
com. Staff, But John, eldeſt fon of the ſaid Henry, ſuccceded ſ 
to the barony, and was created earl of Bulloign, by King Henry t 
VI. and viſcount Beaumont, (the firſt in England, ever honour' b 
with that (a) title,) he was in great favour with that King, unde n 
whom he bore the moſt honourable imployments ; was a knight t 
of the garter, and loſt his life in his cauſe, againſt the houſe 9

Richard Beaumont, Eſq; (fon and heir of William, aforeſaid,) 
ſucceeded his father in his inheritance, and alſo to the eſtate ot 
his great uncle, John, viz. brother to George Beaumont, afore- 
faid ; and was dead in 30 Hen. VIII. (e) for by inquiſition taken 
at Harborough, in com. Leiceſt. that year, after his death, it was 
found that he had been ſeiz'd of the manor of Goudby, his mo- 
ther, Mary, enjoying the capital meſſuage and ſcite of that manor, 
and other lands there ; and that he had alſo the manor of Overton- 
Quartermerſh ; and by indenture, in 28 Hen. VIII. had granted 
to his brothers, George, Edward, and James, divers annuities 
and by another (/) inquiſition (31 Hen.

in com. Berks, Eſq; and Catherine, to Sir Henry Berkley, Bart.

but I don't find any further regard was paid to this claim, than 
creating his fon Thomas, (perhaps in conſideration of it,) an Iriſh 
vicount, ſeveral years afterSir Henry's death.

This Sir Henry, married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Thomas 
Lewis, Eſq; and had one ſon, Thomas; he, and Elizabeth, his 
lady, lie buried (a) in Cole-Orton church, under a fair and beauti- 
ful tomb, erected againſt the ſouth wall of the ſouth iſle of the 
ſaid church, the figures of a knight, and his lady, lying at their full 
length, colour'd, painted, and gilt, with this inſcription :

and Lady Elizabeth, his Wife. Which Sir Henry, 

was Son to Nicholas Beaumont, Eſq; And Elizabeth, 

was Daughter and Heir of 'Thomas Lewis, Eſq; by 

whom he had one only Son, viz.

The ſaid Sir Thomas Beaumont, (in the life-time of his father,) 
was one of the knights for Leiceſterſhire, in the firſt parliament 
called by King James I. and was ſheriff of the ſaid county, in the 
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third year of that King, who conferr'd on him the dignity of a 
baronet, Sept. 17, A. D. 1619, and afterwards promoted him, 
(A. D. 1622,) to the peerage of Ireland, by the title of viſcount 
Beaumont, of Swords, in that kingdom. He was loyal to King 
Charles I. and during the great delinquency of his ſubjects, was 
engaged in his ſervice, and was obliged to compound for his eſtate. 
He had iſſue, by Elizabeth, his wife, daughter and heir of Henry 
Sapcote, of Elton, in com, Huntingdon, Eſq; five daughters, and 
four ſons 3 Sapcote, born 10 May, 1614; and Henry, born 
A. D. 1616, who died unmarried ; Thomas, kill'd 1642, S. P. 
and Robert, who died unmarried. 

Sapcote, lord viſcount Beaumont, ſucceeded to the honours and 
eſtate, and was a great ſufferer for his loyalty to King Charles J. 
and in 1651, compounded with the commiſſioners of ſequeſtration 
for his eſtate, and died before the reſtoration ; but having married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Thomas Monſon, of Burton, in com. 
Linc, Knt. (by Margaret, daughter of Sir Edmond Anderſon, Knt. 
lord chief-juſtice of the common- pleas, ) had iſſue a daughter, Eli- 
zabeth, wife to Sir John Hotham, of Scorbrough, in com. Ebor, 
Bart, and two ſons, Thomas, his ſucceſſor, and John. 

Which Thomas, lord viſcount Beaumont, with his ſaid bro- 
ther, John, had their ſhare in the ſufferings of their father and 
erandtather, for their loyalty to King Charles I. their eſtates be- 
ing ſequeſter'd by the uſurping powers. John, when young, at- 
tended King Charles II. in his exile (), and, after the reſtora- 
tion, had, under that prince, and his brother, King James II. 
divers honourable imployments (4) at court; but this their af- 
ſection to the royal family, did not hinder them, when they ſaw 
their country's religion and liberties endanger'd by King James II. 
from exerting themſelves, in defence of thoſe valuable bleſſings.

of laws abroad; (a) for his learning, he was, temp. Eliz. ap- 

inted one of the ordinary maſters of the honourable court of 
requeſts, and afterwards, in a ſhort time, preferred to be maſter 
of St. Catherine's hoſpital, near the Tower of London. And at 
length, his learning and knowledge not being confined within the 
ordinary limits of a private education, or peculiar ſtudy, he be- 
came fo well acquainted with the laws of nations, and had acquired 
ſuch a general knowlege in political affairs, that his qualifications 
for more publick employments, both abroad and at home, were 
apparently diſtinguiſned, by Queen Elizabeth, fo remarkable for 
diſcerning of men, and in the choice of her miniſters, who was 
pleaſed to employ him ſcveral times (5), as her ambaſſador to Mary, 
(:een of Scots; and into the Low-countries, anno 1577; and 
in 1579, Feb. 5, by the Queen's own appointment, he was pro- 
moted to the deanry of Durham, vacant by the death of William 
Whittingham ; at the fame time, he was alfo in the high ſtation 
of principal ſecretary of ſtate, an one of her majelty's moſt honou- 
able privy- council. In which great imployments, he diſcovered 
n adequate genius, and moſt penetrating judgment, which, join'd 
to the cloſeſt application to buſineſs, and a vigorous induſtry in 
the execution of the many arduous affairs belonging to his ele- 
rated ſtation, crowned all his proceedings with honour, and 
gained him that reputation, which the concurrent teſtimonies of 
many writers confirm : for, as a ſecretary (c), three things com- 
pleated him, viz. firſt, quick diſpatch, and induſtry ; ſecondly, 
conſtant intelligence, and correſpondence ; and thirdly, a large 
ad ſtrong memory. Queen Elizabeth (d), would needs at firſt, 
favour my lord of Leiceſter, againſt the earl of Suſſex, which this 
doctor, and my lord Burleigh, diſſuaded, upon this account; be- 
cauſe, if ſhe, who ſhould be the common mother of all, inclined 
to one party, and leaned to a fide, the ſhip of the common- 
wealth would be, as a boat, overturned by too much weight on 
the one ſide, and too little on the other. His place called upon 
him to ſuppreſs with ſeverity, ſuch ſeditius reflexions upon the 
kate, as came to his knowledge; but his inclination was, to diſ- 
ſpate them with connivance and contempt : for, to be oppoſed, 
renders a faction conſiderable; to be deſpiſed, (and watched) ri- 
tculous, His peculiar knack, was, a politick and artificial nou. 
iſhing, and entertaining of hopes; and keeping men in ſuſpence

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is one of the beſt antidotes againſt the poiſon of diſcontent; it 
being obſerved by this ſtateſman, to be a certain ſign of a wiſe 
government and proceedings, to hold men's hearts by hopes, when 
it cannot by ſatisſaction, and when it can handle things in ſuch a 
manner, as no evil {hall appear ſo peremptory, but that it hath ſome 
outlet of hope; which is the eaſier done, becauſe both particular 
perſons and factions are apt enough to flatter themſelves, or at 
leaſt, to boaſt what they believe not. In general, he bears the 
character of a wiſe and worthy miniſter, and, in ſhort, (to uſe 
the words of an (a) author of credit,) © he was ſecretary of ſtate 
to Queen Elizabeth, for four years together, and it argues his 
© ability for the place, becauſe he was put into it; ſeeing, in thoſe 
active times, under ſo judictous a Queen, weakneſs might de- 
ſpair to be employed in ſuch an office. 

Nor does his private character, when conſidered as it is puh- 
liſhed, appear beneath the dignity of his publick ; (b) for his pa- 
rents deſigned him for ſtudy, his nature for buſineſs ; his preſence 
aſſiſted his inclination, and his complaiſance his preſence, and his 
good nature both ; a good nature, that would have ſpoiled a poli- 
tician, in any other, but doctor Wilſon, whoſe wiſdom was the 
largeneſs of his ſoul, not the narrowneſs of a ſhift, He had that 
penetrating and comprehenſive judgment, that he could at once 
ſhew tne greateſt prudence in laying his deſign, and the greateſt 
integrity in managing it, as rather, ſecurely knowing, than wa- 
rily cloſe. He had a way of conveying effectual, and imprinting 
paſſions, among compicments, ſuitable to perſons and buſineſs ; 
he had his familiarity to his inferiors, that made him not cheap; 
his ſtate among equals, that made him not envied ; and his obſer- 
vance to ſuperiors, that made him no flatterer ; his behaviour, 
like a well made ſuit, was not too ſtreight, or, point deviſe, but 
juſtly meaſured, and free for exerciſe and motion: he was more 
reverend than plauſible, more conſiderate than active. He had a 


ſlow, but a ſure way to honour, which was nothing elſe in him, 


but a diſcovery of his virtues and worth, upon any occaſion, with- 
out any diſadvantage. His thoughts were, as his inclination, 
grave; his diſcourſe as his reading, ſubtile ; his action as his edu- 
cation, well weighed ; regular as his temper, even and ſmooth, 
as cuſtom. None had a more fkilfu] method to ſway nature in 
others, none more prudent minutes and ſeaſonable degrees to 
check it in himſelf ; his rule being, never to practiſe any thing, 
until perfect; for ſo he might exerciſe his weakneſs, as well as 
his abilities, and induce one habit of both. Three things be 
aimed at; firſt, the ſearch of truth by induſtry ; ſecondly, the 
attainment of it by apprehenſion ; and thirdly, the enjoyment 0! 


it, by aflent : neither took he greater pleaſure in knowing, than

niſed nature. He uſed to ſay, what all great men know, (as a 
certain (a) author takes notice, ) that he was ſix times a ſlave, viz. 

1. To himſelf, and his inclinations, till he had advanced

2. To the world, and its inſolence, till he had improved his 


fortune, 
3, To his pupils, and their tempers, till he underſtood their 


enius. 
; 4. To fame, and its reports, till he was known in the world. 

5. To his ſoveraigns, and their humours, till he found their 
intereſt, 

And, 6. To his buſineſs, till he had attained experience. 

He was not only an able ſtateſman, but alſo eminent amongſt 
the literati of that age, which is manifeſt by his writings that are 
publiſhed ; for he was firſt author of (5) Epiftola de vitd & obitu 
lurum fratrum Suffolcienſium, Henrici & Carol: Brandon; printed 
at London, 1552 ; *tis ſet before a book of verſes, made on their 
deaths, by ſeveral ſcholars of Oxford, and Cambridge; all which, 
he collecting together, did publith them, and, by an epiſtle of 
his compoſition, dedicated them to Henry Grey, duke of Suffolk. 
2. The Arte of Ryhetorike ; Lond. 1553: for writing of this book, 
he ſuffered much at Rome, where he was, on that account im- 
priſoned, (as appears in his prologue to another edition of the 
ſame book, printed at London, in 1567,) accuſed, and formally 
tryed as an heretick; but he bravely maintained the proteſtant 
cauſe, and his own, in the midſt of his enemies, and, notwith- 
ſtanding their threats, refuſed any ſubmiſſion ; and at laſt was 
happily delivered from their unmerciful hands, by a forcible reſ- 
cue made by the worthy Romans, an enterprize, in that ſort, 
teretofore never attempted, as he himſelf obſerves. 3. The Rule 
if Reaſon, conteinynge the Art of Logike, firſt printed in the ren 
of King Edw. VI. and afterwards, at London, 1567. 4. A 
Diſcourſe upon Uſury ; Lond. 1572; much commended by Dr. 
Lawrence Humphry, the Queen's publick profeſſor of divinity, in 
Oxon, F. He alſo tranſlated into Engliſh, The three Oratioms of 
Demſthenes, chief orator among the Grecians, in the Olynthians 3 
Lond, 1570,—At laſt, he was taken out of this life, A. D. 1581, 
and was buried in St. Catherines, near the Tower of London, 
leaving this concluſive character behind him(c); © That altho' he 
made not ſo much noiſe as other men, yet he as affcCtually pro- 
moted the three main ſupporters of this nation; 1.

tunate in his ventures, raiſed a large eſtate, and was of an un- 
common charitable diſpoſition and generous ſpirit, He ſup 
plied his unhaypy ſovereign abroad, with large ſums of Money, 
and ſupported at home the oppreſſed clergy, (two Biſhops,) pat. 
ticularly Brownrigg, although he had many children, and at hi; 
death left 160001. in publick charities, viz. to St. Thomas 
hoſpital, Glouceſter, Reading and Sunning ſchools, &c. He 
was ſoon after the reſtoration, advanced to the dignity of 2 
baronet by King Charles II. He married two wives, 1. Barbara, 
daughter of Gilbert Morewood, of Seale, in com. Leiceſt, EW 
by whom he had one ſon, Gilbert, who died S. P. His ſecond 
wife was Elizabeth, daughter of William Cockain, Eſq; a. 
derman of London, (of the Lord Viſcount Cullen's family.) He 
died at Sunning, October 15, 1667, aged ſixty-ſix, and liz 
buried in the church of Sunning, in Berks, with this inſcrps 
tion (a):

H E firſt Fettiplace in England, was gentleman-uſher ic 

: William the conqueror, and came in with him at the 
Conqueſt. 

John Fettiplace, a deſcendant of his, in the reign of Hen. 
ry VI. married Beatrice, daughter of the King of Portugal, 
relict of Talbot, firſt earl of Shrewsbury, general of the Engliſh 
in the Wars with France. 

William Fettiplace, grandſon of John, and Beatrice, gave : 
conſiderable eſtate to Queen's college in Oxford, which the 
provoſts and fellows now enjoy; he alſo founded a Free- choc 
at Childry, in Berks, in which church he lies buricd, having 
this inſcription. (a) | 
Here under this lyeth the bodies of 
William Feteplace, Eiq; and Elizabeth, his 
Wife, founder of this Chauntrey, founded 
in the Honour of the bleſſed Irinity, our 
Lady, and Sent Kateryn ; which Elizabeth 
deceiled the 14. day of January, the yeare 
of our Lord 1516. and the faid William 
deceſſed, the day of in the yeare of 
our Lord God 15—— On whoſe Sowles, 
and all Chriſtian Sowles, Jheſu have Mercy. 


In the eaſt window of this chapel, are the pictures of men if. 
armour, having on their ſur-coats the arms of Fettiplace, and 
ſeem of great antiquity ; they have long flouriſh'd in divers parts a 
the county of Berks, as at North Denchworth, Maidencot, &c. 
and we find a Sir Philip Fettiplace, lord of the manor of North 
Denchworth, (6) ſo early as Temp. Edw. I. who bore for his

He married two 
wives, firſt, Anne, daughter of Sir Francis Wenman, of Carſwell, 
in com. Oxon. by whom he had iſſue, five ſons, and five daughters; 
1. Anne, the eldeſt daughter, married James Pitts, of Kyre, in 
Worceſterſhire, Eſq; (the lived thirty years a widow, a very cha- 
ritable and pious lady; ſhe founded and endow'd alms-houſes at 
Kyre, for poor widows, with an allowance for a chaplain; and 
a free-ſchool, at Swinbrook, for the education of poor children, 
with a good allowance for the ſchoolmaſter for ever ;) 2.

ther of an equeſtrian family, at Clenelly, in com. Carnarvon, 
who was fellow of All-Souls college, in Oxford, doctor of laws, 
and chancellor of Exeter, 1594, and by Mary, daughter of John 
Cale, of Aſhbury, in Devonſhire, (remarried to Sir Nicholas 
Prideaux, of Souldon, Knt.) was father of Sir William Morice, 
Nut. who was born in the pariſh of St. Martin, in the city of 
Exeter, Nov, 6, 1602 (a). His father, Dr. Morice, dying an. 
1bog, left this his ſon very young, (not full four years old,) and 
a widow, very rich, who became the third wife of Sir Nicholas 
Prideauwy of Souldon, in the pariſh of Holdſworthy, a pretty 
market-town, lying near the borders of Cornwal, in this coun- 
ty (b). Sir William, being thus entruſted to the care of his mo- 
ther, ſhe not only gave him a liberal education, by keeping him 
it ſeveral ſchools in the country, but by her prudence, and pro- 
_ (which were both very eminent,) ſhe left him a fair 

te, 

At eighteen years of age, Sir William, was, by his mother, 
ſent to the univerſity of Oxford, and enter'd a fellow-commoner 
of Exeter college, under the tuition of Mr. Nathaniel Carpenter, 
B. D. of whoſe great learning and candor, in the free communi- 
ating of the ſame, Sir William, afterwards, could never ſpeak 
enough in commendation, 

Dr. Prideaux, at that time rector of the college, had a particu- 
lr regard to him, and for his encouragement in ſtudying, (to 
which he was at that time exceedingly addicted, ) would frequently 
y to him, That tho? he was but little in ſtature, yet in time he 
would come to be great in the ſtate. 

dir William, having proceeded batchelor of arts, retired into 
ks country, and lived with his mother at Chuſton, in Weſt- 
Putford, a ſmall pariſh, near ſix miles to the weſt of Bytheford, 
where he moſt ſedulouſly followed his ſtudies. And his mother, 
tix her deceaſe, which was in October, 1647, managing all his 
concerns, he had leiſure to furniſh himſelf with all forts of good 
iterature ; to the attainment whereof, he was not only paſſionately 
tent, but by nature, had more than ordinary qualifications ; as

7 
quick fancy, a ready apprehenſion, a ſolid piercing judgment, 
accompanied with an indefatigable induſtry. 97 

Soon after his return home, lie was married to one of the grand. 
daughters of the ſaid Sir Nicholas, by Humphry Prideaux, liis 
eldeſt ſon, deceaſed, And in the year 1640, his name was in. 
ſerted into the commiſſion of the peace, for Devon; and he ach 
in that capacity about twenty years, to the general ſatisfaction a 
the country. In the year 1645, or thereabout, upon the account 
of his parts and great abilities, he was choſen by this county, 
knight of the ſhire, to ſerve in the long parliament, without the 
leaſt ſeeking, on his part, for the honour of that ſervice ; but 
never ſate in that parliament, 'till general Monk, reſtor'd the fe. 
cluded members. 

In the year 1651, he was made high ſheriff of the county af 
Devon; having the year before, ſettled himſelf and his family at 
Werington, near Lanceſton, upon the borders of Cornwal, which 
he then, or lately had, purchaſed of Sir Francis Drake, of Buck. 
land Monachorum, Bart. 

In the year 1658, he was choſen a burgeſs for Newport, in 
Cornwal (a), to ſerve in Richard's parliament, which began at 


Weſtminſter, the ſame year, Jan. 27, and was quickly ended. 


And being related, by his wife, to general Monk, he contracted 
an acquaintance with him, and jo far recommended himſelf to 
the general's eſteem, that, on his coming into England, he made 


choice of him for his chief, if not only confident, in the manage- 
ment of that great affair of the King's reſtoration ; and the rather 
for this reaſon, ſays my author (%, that Sir William, being e- 


ſteemed a preſbyterian, it would the better pleaſe the great na- 
{ters, at Weſtminſter, who were moſt of that perſuaſion : for, 


upon general Monk's coming to London, the ſecluded members, I 


from all parts of the kingdom, came thither, and were by us 


means reſtored to the houſe of commons; of which number, this 


gentleman was one, who was not only much in the general's fe- 
vour, for the opinion he had of his great prudence and integrity, 
but alſo of great repute in the houſe, for his learning, and other 


ſufficiences. Him did the general receive into his houſe, which 


was very grateful likewiſe to the men at Weſtminſter. 14 
About this time, K ing Charles II. having notice of the int. 
mate ſriendſhip (c) that was between general Monk, and Sir V\ Il 
liam, ſent the latter a letter from beyond ſea, by the hand ot 
Sir John Granvile, (afterwards earl of Bath,) exciting him to 
uſe his utmoſt endeavours for his majeſty's reſtoration: the which 
was anſwered with aſſurances of all ſincere zeal and affection or 


that ſervice; and that nothing {hould be wanting, that lay wow 
the 
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author,

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the verge of his power, and was proper to be employed towards 
the accompliſhing ſo glorious a work: whereupon, in Feb. 1659, 
he received from his majeſty, by the aforeſaid Sir John Granvile, 
with the approbation of the general, the ſignet, as the badge of 
the ſecretary of ſtate's office ; whoſe buſineſs at this time it was 
(a) to keep the then expiring ſeſſion of the rump, ſteady and clear, 
from intermeddling with the change of the government. In 
which caſe, Sir William, (then but Mr. Morice,) did excellent 
ſervice, punctually obſerving the directions of the general, who 
then paſſionately longed for their diſſolution, 

On the roth of March following, Sir William, was, by. the 
general's motion, made a colonel of a regiment of foot, and go- 
vernor of the fort and iſland of Plymouth, which he managed 
with great prudence and loyalty, zealouſly joining with his ex- 
cellency, in the great ſecret of the reſtoration. 

The King being now expected at Dover, he attended the ge- 
neral thither to receive, and pay his humble duty to his majeſty ; 
who, towards the latter end of May, 1660, as ſoon as his majeſty 
landed at Dover, aforeſaid, was pleaſed to confer upon him the 
honour of knighthood ; and at Canterbury, was Sir William, 
ſworn one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate, and one of his ma- 
14 moſt honourable privy-council. 

n the year 1661, Sir William Morice, was choſen burgeſs for 
Plymouth, in this county, to ſerve as one of their repreſentatives 
in that parliament, which began at Weſtminſter, the 8th of May, 
that year; but he being much taken up with the vaſt buſineſs of 
. w employ, could not ſo well attend his duty in the houſe as 

ewilh'd, 

How influential Sir William, was, in the reduction and eſta- 
bliſhment of his majeſty K. Charles II. over theſe kingdoms, may 
more fully be collected from the letters under the hands of his ma- 
jeſty, and my Jord-chancellor Hyde (5). 

dir William Morice, having now continued in that no leſs la- 
borious, than honourable office of principal ſecretary of ſtate, for 
more than ſeven years, being alſo well ſtricken in years, and know- 
ing, that between the buſtles of life, and the buſineſs of death, 
there ought to be allowed a certain ſpace of time, ſully ſatiated 
with the delights and glories of the court, prudently craved his

whereof, he had a great advantage by vertue of his office, having 
moſt of the books then publiſh'd, always preſented to him; in the 
ſtudy and peruſal whereof, was his principal divertiſement, which 
yielded him the moſt ſenſible pleaſure that he took, during the laſt 
years of his life. And indeed, he was, eſpecially for a gentleman 
of his rank, very converſant in books, both ancient and modern 
was very well able to judge of them, and could apply them to his 
purpoſe, as he had occaſion. 

Nor was Sir William, wanting in works of charity; for, in his 
life-time, he erected and endowed an alms- houſe for fix poor people, 
in the pariſh of Sutcombe, near Holdſworthy, in this county; 
where each of them hath two fair rooms in his or her apartment, 
and two ſhillings a week duly paid them ; he being at that time 
lord of the manor there, and patron of the pariſh-church. 

There was one thing ſingular in this honourable gentleman, 
that altho* he kept a domeſtick chaplain in his family, yet (when 
preſent,) he was always his own chaplain at his table, notwith- 
ſtanding ſeveral divines were there; whereof this author (a) had

Willam Tyſon, maſter of the baronies of Alnewick, and Malton, 
by whom he had one ſon that was cut out of his mother's belly, 
when ſhe was dead, who bore the name and arms of his mother, 
and was called, William de Veſcy, and took for his wiſe, Burga, 
iſter to Robert Stutevile, lord of Knareſborough; he had by her, 
one ſon, called Euſtace de Veſcy ; and two daughters, Matilda, 
and Cecilia, This Euſtace de Veſcy, married Agnes, daughter 
to William, King of Scotland, and had by her, a fon, called Wil- 
lam, who married Agnes, daughter to the count of Ferres. 

Dugdale, in his baronage of England, tells you, That Euſtace, 
© (the father of theſe ſons,) was one of the firſt peers in England,

* rent, inSerlingham, to the monks of St. Peter's, in Glouceſter 
an oxgang of land, to the church of Flamborough ; as allo to 
* the churches of Culton, and Scalleby, and to the canons of 
* Bridlington : he founded the monaſtery of Alnewick, in Nor- 
* thumberland, thoſe of Walton, and Malton, in Yorkſhire, and 
* amply endow'd thera, He tells you, he was ſlain in an expe- 
dition into Wales, 1154, 3 Hen. II. with this honourable cha- 
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* rater, that he was a great, and aged man, of the chieſeſt Egg. 
© liſh peers, moſt eminent for his wealth and wiſdom.” .

(CLEMENT), EsqQuire,) 
Created BARON ET, June 18, 1661. 


\ HIS family were long ſeated at Willoughby, in the county 
of Warwick, of which was, one Richard Hamund, alias 
Clerke (b), ſtiled Eſquier, in 23 Hen. VI. who then held the 
whole manor of Willoughby, by leaſe, of the guardian and bre- 
thren of the hoſpital of St. John, without the Eaſt gate, at Ox- 
ford, founded by King Henry III. But I further find (c), that 
William Wainflete, biſhop of Wincheſter, having, in 26 Hen, 
VI. began the foundation of Magdalen college, in Oxford, in 
the very place where the ſame hoſpital ſtood, did, in 35 of the 
lame King's reign, obtain from the ſaid maſter and brethren, the 
grant of this lordſþip of Willoughby, whereunto it hath ever ſince 
continued, being poſſeſſed by the preſident and fellows thereof, 
it this day; yet conſtantly leaſed out to the deſcendants of the 
aid Richard Clerke, men of fair eſtate here, Of which family 
were, Edward, and Hierome, (viz. ſons of Henry Clerke,) the 
armer, father to William Clerke, of this place, deceaſed ; Henry 
Clerke, of Rocheſter, in Kent, now ſerjeant at law; as alſo of 
damuel Clerke, of Kingſthorpe, in Northamptonſhire, D. D. and

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Ex inſor. Dom. Grift, Williams Bar (6) Dygdals” Warwiekſhire vol. I. 
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one of the chaplains in ordinary to K. James, and K. Charles 
who wedded Margaret, one of the daughters to William Peyto 
late of Cheſterton, in Warwickſhire, Eſq; and the latter, of John 
Clerke, of Gilſborough, in Northamptonſhire, counſellor at lay 
and bencher of Lincoln's-Inn, 1640. . 

Which William Clerke, of Willoughby, before mentioned, by 
Agnes, his wife, had iſſue, three ſons ; 1. Richard; 2. Robert; 
and 3. Sir John Clerke, Knt. we muſt not here omit to take no- 
tice, that this nf = Clerke (a), in Hen. VIII's time, (x 
conſtant tradition ſtill affirmeth,) having taken the duke of 
Longvile, priſoner, at the battle of Spurrs, was for that ſignal 
ſervice, rewarded by the King, with an honorary addition to his 
arms, viz. in the fniſter part of the ſhield, a Canton, Azure, 
with a Demy-Ram, faliant, Argent, two Fleur de Luces, Or, 
in Chief, and over all, a Baton, trunked, as appeareth on his 
monument, at Tame, in Oxfordſhire, which arms, viz, Argent, 
on a Bend, Gules, between three Pellets, as many Swans, proper, 
is ſtill borne by theſe Clerkes, before mencioned, as well as by the 
immediate deſcendants to the ſaid Sir John, now reſiding at 
Weſton, by Tame, and at Crowton, in Northamptonſhire. 

Robert Clerke, of Willoughby, Eſq; the ſecond ſon, married 
Elizabeth, daughter of —— Clark, of the Warz, by whom he 
had three ſons ; 1. Henry, from whom thoſe of Kingſthorpe, in 
Northamptonſhire, Ulcombe, in Kent, and Willoughby, in 
Warwickſhire, are deſcended (5); 2. William, and 3.Clement, 

Which Clement, born Jan. 1546, married Mary, daughter of 
ThomasClerk, of Willoughby, in Warwickſhire, Eſq; by whom 
he had two ſons, George, and Thomas, 

George, the eldeſt ſon, was of Watford, in Northamptonſhire, 
ſheriff of London (c), and knighted, and died 1648. Hemirriel 
Barbara, daughter of Robert Palmer, of Hill, in Bedfordſhire, 
Eſq; ſiſter of Sir William Palmer, Knt. (4) by whom he had 
three ſons ; 1. George, of Watford, in Northamptonſhire, who 
married Mary, daughter of Philip Holman, of Warkworth, in 
Northamptonſhire,Eſq; and left iſſue ; 2. Robert Clark, of Long- 
Buckley, in Northamptonſhire, Eſq; barriſter at law, who marr ied 
Frances, daughter of John Cotes, of Woodcot, in Shropſhire,E(q; 
and had iſſue ; 3. Clement Clark, of Lawnde- Abby, in Leiceſter- 
ſhire, Eſq; advanced to the dignity of a baronet, 1 Car, Il. 
alſo five daughters, 1. Elizabeth, married to John Walcot, d 
Walcot, in Shropſhire, Eſq; 2. Mary, wife to Sir Robert At- 
kyns, knight of the Bath, and lord chief-baron of theexchequer; 
3. Barbara, wife of Sir Wadham Wyndham, Knt. one of the 
Juſtices of the king's bench ; 4. Sarah, to Thomas Kinnerly, of 
Loxley, in Staffordſhire, Eſq; and 5. Dorcas, married to John 
Cotes, of Woodcot, in Shropſhire, Eſq; 85

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Sir Clement Clarke, Bart. married Catherine, daughter and 


heir of George Talbot, of Ridge, in Shropſhire, Eſq; by whom 
de had four ſons 3 1. Sir Talbot, his ſucceſſor; 2. Clement, who 


was deputy-governor of the Ifle of Wight, and died unmarried ; 
. George, who married (a) Dorothy, daughter of Pearſe, 
of Oakheld, in Berks, Eſq; by whom he had one ſon, Sir Talbot, 
hereafter mentioned, and one daughter, Dorothy, married to 
Philip Jennings, of Huddleſton, in Shropſhire, Eſq; fon to coun- 
ſellor Jennings, and nephew to Sir John Jennings, Knt. and 
aimiral, governor of Greenwich hoſpital ; the fourth ſon of Sir 
Clemest, was, Thomas, who died a batchelor. 

Sir Talbot Clarke, Bart. the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded his father. 
He married Hannah, daughter of —— , and died, 1708, 
laving three ſons, Sir Clement, Sir Talbot, and Thomas, who 
died unmarried, 

Sir Clement, his eldeſt ſon and ſucceſſor, died unmarried, 
whereupon the title and eſtate came to his brother, 

Sir Talbot Clarke, Bart. who married Barbara, daughter and 
coheir of Thomas Gladin, of Durrent-Hall, in Cheſterfeild, Der- 
byſhire, Eſq; by whom he had one fon, Sir Talbot, and one daugh- 
ter; and dying, Feb. 16, 1723, at Durrent-Hall, was buried 
at Cheſterfeild. His lady, ſurviving him, married John Monk 
Morgan, of Monmouthſhire, Eſq; 

Sir Talbot Clarke, Bart, who ſucceeded his father in dignity 
and eſtate, died Nov. 20, 1732, aged about thirteen, whereupon 
the title and eſtate came to his couſin, Sir Talbot Clarke, only 
ſon of George, third ſon of Sir Clement Clarke, the firſt ba- 
ronet, 

Which Sir Talbot Clarke, the preſent baronet, married (b) 
Lucy, daughter of the rev. Mr. Rogers, of Painſwick, in Glou- 
celterſnire, by whom he hath as yet no iſſue.

F this ancient family, which is of Norman extraction, uu. 

Giſo, or Gyſe, biſhop of Bath, and Wells, a great favou- 
rite, and chaplain to Edward, the confeſſor, came over into 
England, with him, and had feveral grants of lands from the fad 
prince. Of this biſhop, Dr. Francis Godwin, biſhop of Landuff 
gives the following account (a) ; © Gifo, a Frenchman, of Lor- 
© raine, borne in a village called Saint Trudo, within the terri- 
tory of Haſban, was ſent ambaſſadour to Rome, by King Ed. 
ward, the confeſſor, to bee reſolved there of certaine doubte 
concerning matter of religion, about the time that Dudoco, 
died. Beeing ſo abſent, he was elected biſhop, by the chapter of 
Wels, and received conſecration at Rome, April 4, being 
Eaſter-day, 1059, together with Aldred, archbiſhop of Yorke, 
and Walter, biſhop of Hereford, At his returne, hee found 
the eſtate of his church very miſerable ; Harald, the Queen“ 
brother, that afterwards became for a while, King of England, 
being yet a private man.

Upon what occaſion, I know not, had ſpoiled the church d 
all ornaments, chaſed away the canons, and invading al the 
poſſeſſions of the ſame, had converted them to his one ule; 
ſo that the canons remaining, which fled not for feare of tis 
tyrant, (they were only five,) they, (I fay,) were faine to beg2: 
their bread, The biſhop, complaining unto the King of thi 
outragious havocke, found cold comfort at his bands: tor, 
whether it were for fear of Harald's power, or his wives di 
pleaſure, he cauſed no reſtitution at all to be made, Onely 2 
Queene was content to give of her owne, marke and modeſt 
unto the church. After the death of King Edward, Gifo, w# 
faine to ſtye the land, till ſuch time as Harold, the ſacrilegious 
uſurper, being vanquiſhed and ſlaine, William, the corquerh, 
was a meane to reſtore, not onely him to his place and count!y, 
© but his church alſo, to all that the other had violently taken 
from it, except ſome ſmall parcels that, (I know not by 2 
meanes, ) had beene conveighed unto the Oy of Glocelter, 
Vet in ſtead of them alſo, hee was pleaſed to beſtow upon e 
church, the mannor of Yatton, with the-patronage of the *

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gce there; and moreover, cauſed one Ealſi, to reſtore unto 
the ſame, the manor of Winſham, which long ſince had been 
Aienated from it, by ſome ſiniſter practice, as it ſhould ſeeme. 
* Giſo, being thus ſettled, took great paines, in recovering ſuch 
* ther things as had bin imbeſilled from his church, in procuring 
* {ach things as ſeemed to be wanting, and charters of confirma- 
tion for the better aſſuranceof what already they had; namely, 
© of one Arſer, a courtier, he found means to obtain the man- 
© nors of Coomb-Nicolas, Woormiſter, and Lytton, Then 
ſeeing the ſtate of his church ſo wel amended, he thought good 
* to augment the number of his canons, and for their better in- 
 tertainement, built them a cloyſter, a hall, and a dorter, or 
glace for their lodging. Laſtly, he appointed one Ifaac, by the 
name of a provoſt, to be their governour. Having beene bi- 
ſhop the ſpace of 28 yeeres, he departed this life, and was buried 
© upon the north fide of that place, where the high altar then 
© food, I take this to be the higheſt of thoſe olde tombes that 
e upon the outſide of the quier, toward the north.” 

Sir William Gyſe, a younger brother of this illuſtrious family, 
in Normandy, followed the fortune of William, the conqueror, 
and was by him veſted in an eſtate and ſeat called, Aſpley-Guiſe, 
and ſeveral other lordſhips, in Bedfordſhire, and Buckinghamſhire. 
Hegave for arms, Ermine, a Cheveronel, Gules. 

In Henry II's time, a deſcendant of his, Anſelme de Gyſe, 
married a daughter and heir of Hubert de Burgh, the great earl of 
Kent, and chief juſticiar of England, with whom he had in 
dowry, the manor and royalty of Elmore, near Glouceſter, where 
the family has flouriſhed, and been conſiderable ever ſince. He 
then (according to the cuſtom of the age, ) aſſumed the arms of 
the faid earl, with the addition of a Canton, Or, charg'd with a 
Mullet, pierc'd, Sable. | 

This family likewiſe enrich'd themſelves by marriage, with 
one of the daughters and coheirs of the laſt lord Beauchamp. 

Anſelme de Gyſe, was ſciz'd of the manor of Elmore, 15 Ed. I. 
John, his ſon, was father of John, whodied 7 Edw. II. Sir An- 
lime de Gyſe, his ſon, had iſſue, Reginald, whoſe fon, John, 
married the daughter and heir of Wiſtam, and reſided at 
Aſpley-Guiſe, in com. Bedf, His ſon, Sir John Gyſe, married 
Agnes, daughter of Berkeley, by whom he had, John Gyſe, 
whoſe wife was the daughter of the lord Grey, of Wilton. King 
Henry VIII. prevailed with this John, to exchange his ancient 
lands of Aſpley-Guiſe, &c. for Brockworth, and the two Bar- 
{ngtons, church-lands, in Glouceſterſhire, His fon, Anſelme 
Guie, died iſſueleſs, temp. Hen, VII. and left thoſe lands he 
lad not ſpent in the ſervice of the crown, to his brother.

II. when the prince himiſelf received that honour, He married

259. PARKER, of Erwarton, Suffolk. 


(PHILIP, EsqQuiRe,) 
Created BARON ET, July 16, 1661. 


ONCERNING the original of this noble family, we can- 
not acquire any poſitive information, before the reign of 
King Edward IV, Sir William Parker, who lived in that reign, 
being the fir®, concerning whom, we have any certain evidence. 
But without all doubt, they were eminent before, for the ſame 
dir William, being then but twenty-one years of age (a) and 
conſequently too young to have raiſed himſelf from a low ſtation, 
by hisperſonal merit, was married,1475, () toAlice Lovel, daugh- 
ter, and at length heir to William Lovel, lord Morley, one of 
the greateſt families of that age; which Alice, was allo ſiſter to 
Henry Lovel, lord Morley, who, by marriage with Elizabeth, 
daughter of John de la Pole, duke of Suffolk, was nephew to K ing 
Edward IV. and to King Richard III. and couſin- german to 
Henry VIII. which Elizabeth, was ſo near the crown, that her 
eldeſt brother was declared heir apparent to it, by the ſaid King

1482 (a), attended Richard, duke of Glouceſter, to the wars g 


Scotland, and having enter'd Edinburgh, with him, was, for hi 
valour and conduct in that expedition, there knighted by that 
prince, upon St. James's eve, that year. 

The ſaid duke of Glouceſter, having ſoon after attained the 
crown, which he bore under the title of Richard III. this $i 
William Parker (Y), was much in his favour, and was made; 
privy-counſellor, and ſtandard- bearer to that prince; but upur 
the acceſſion of King Henry VII. he fell into diſgrace, and wa 
impriſoned for his engagements under the houſe of York, In 
which condition, in all probability, he lay during the reſt of his 
life, of which he was deprived, in the firſt of Henry VIII. 1510 
by violent means, as his epitaph in the church of Hallingbury- 
Morley, in Effex, declares, in theſe words (c) :

Alice, lady Morley, his wife, ſurviving him, was married again 
to (d) Sir Edward Howard, admiral of England, ſecond fon to 
Thomas, duke of Norfolk, by whom ſhe had no iſſue, and with 
whom ſhe lived but a ſhort time, for he was killed before Brett, 
in Brittany, in 4 Henry VIII. 1513 and ſhe herſelf dying, in 
1518, left her body to be buried in the pariſh church of Heng- 
ham, in Norfolk, but it was after wards removed by her ſon, 90 
Hallingbury, in Eſſex, where the following inſcription on het

III, and ir 
the ſame year, John le Yong (5), was returned one of the mem- 
bers for Dorcheſter. 

It was in 47 Ed. III. that Briſtol, was made a county of it {elf 
before which time, the ſheriffs of Glouceſterſhire, returned the 
members of the ſaid city to parliament ; whereby it may be pre- 
ſumed, that the family was originally of that county, or of Shrops 
ſhire, the adjoining county, where they had large poſſeſſions; and 
Thomas la Yonge (c), was returned to parliament, as one of the 
knights for that county, in 7 and 18 Ric. II. and 1 Hen, IV, 

Whether he was brother, or nephew to William Yonge, one 
of the members for Briſtol, before mentioned, does not appear, nor 
how he ſtood related to Hugh de Yonge (d), who, in 50 Ed. IIl. 
was the King's chamberlain of South-Wales, and in that yer, 
received the King's writ, to deliver to Richard, prince of Wale, 
all the lands in his juriſdiction.

He was alſo of Baſilden, in Berkſhire ; but when he died, I don't 
find, Under the eaſt window, in the chancel of the church of 
Bafilden, is a grave- ſſone, at the head whereof, in a braſs plate, 
are the figures, at full length, of a man in armour, for Roger 
Yonge, of Baſilden, who died, 3 March, 1589, ætat. 96, after 
he had continued in the commiſſion of the peace, in the county 
of Berks, without any intermiſſion, full ſixty years, who is ſup- 
poſed to be ſon of Thomas, and grandſon of the judge. 
Contemporary with the ſaid Roger Vonge, Ela; and probably 
his brother, was, Walter Yonge, Eſq; who is mentioned in the 
Viſitation of Devonſhire, anno 1620, to be a younger ſon of the 
Yonge's, of Berkſhire, and came into Devonſhire, in the reign of 
King Henry VII. He married two wives, and in the latter part 
of his life, reſided at Sudburie, in Devonſhire, where his laſt will 
bears date, viz, on the ad of February, 1561, 4 Eliz. and the pro- 
date thereof, the 19th of June following. It appears by this will, 
that his laſt wife was, Agnes, the widow of Richard Sampford, 
of dudburie, and that ſhe had ſeveral children by her firſt hutband. 
The firſt wife of the ſaid Walter Yonge, is not mentioned by him 
by name, but he bequeaths to Alice, daughter of John Yonge, 
his fon, his harneſs girdle, that was his firſt wife's ; and as it ſeems 
by the will, all his children were by his firſt wife, He firſt takes 
notice of Julian Berde, his daughter ; and his other daughters 
were, Joan, the wife of Roger Hayman ; Jane, of Nicholas 
Weſtlake; and Florence, of John Pitt, Eſqrs. His only ſon was, 
John Yonge, Eſq; whom he conſtituted his ſole executor, who 
had then living, three ſons, Walter, John, and Robert; alſo two 
daughters, Alice, and Agnes. He bequeaths to his faid ſon, the 
manor of Cobeton, the manor of Botteſhorne Paulet, in the pariſh 
of Honiton, purchaſed of Sir Hugh Paulet, Knt. as alſo all his 
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lands in Winterborne, Kingſton-Winterborne, Wyffach, any 
Combe Marſhall, all in Dorſetſhire, which his wife, Agnes, held 
n Dower, and all other his lands and tenements. He bequeathy 
to the poor of the pariſhes of Sidmouth, and Ottery St. Mary, zl. 
each ; and to the maintenance of the bridge of Ottery $t, Mary, 
138. 4d. to twenty poor maidens, towards their marriage, 
vi.l. 13s. 4d. to every of his men-fervants, xxs. and a black coat 
and to his women-ſervants, 6s. 8d. each, beſides their wages, :

He gave his brother George, a thouſand ounces of plate, for the 
furniſhing of his ſtock.

Mount, and his ſucceſſor to the next; and his ſucceſſor again to 
the next; and ſo each to other. And all this was ſtill for pre- 
E ſerving and keeping up the houſe, at Hillhall. 

Many legacies beſides, he gave to his relations, friends, and 
| dependents. And becauſe he ſaw none of thoſe that ſhould ſuc- 
ceed him of a long time, were like to take to learning, he gave all 
his Latin and Greek books, to Queen's college, in Cambridge, 
(where he had been brought up,) and his great globe, of his own 
making; but ſo, that the maſter and fellows, having warning ſo 
ſoon as he was dead, or at the leaſt, ſo ſoon as he was buried, or 
before, (the which he willed they ſhould have, with a true in- 
ventory carried to them, of His ſaid books,) ſend carts to fetch 
them away, within ten or twelve days, And theſe he gave alſo, 
upon condition, that they chained them up in their library, or 
id diſtribute them among the fellows, ſuch as would beſt occupy 
them. But fo that they did it by indenture and condition, that 
when they departed from the college, they reſtored them to the 
| college again. But in caſe the maſter and fellows of the ſaid col- 
kge, would not fetch them away, ſending ſome careful man to 
ke them well truſſed and packed, then he gave them to Peter- 
Houſe, upon like condition. If neither of them would do it, 
then he willed his executors, to ſell, or uſe them, at their diſ- 
cretion. 

But yet of many of his books, he made giſts to his learned 
friends, or ſcholars, at the univerſity.

And in caſe of any ambiguity, or doubt, ariſing in any part of 
his will, he gave authority to his executors to add to it, to make 

it more plain, with good advice, ſo that they kept the true 
meaning and ſenſe. And then himſelf gave a general explana- 
tion of one chict part of his will, namely, that he would hare 
him that ſhould enjoy the houſe and manor of Theydon at Mount, 
to be able to keep houſe there, to the relief of the poor, and to 
ſet his neighbours at work. But if the executors could not re- 
concile ſome ambiguity, that might happen in his will, that then 
they ſhould ſtand to the deciſion and judgment of his couſin, Ni. 
cols, a lawyer, Mr. Henry Archer, (a worthy gentleman of the 

ariſhof Theydon-Garnons, afterwards living and dying atLow- 
3 and parſon Shaw, aforementioned; whom he made 
ſuperviſors of his will. Which he did in a great point of wiſdom, 
to avoid controverſies of law : which oftentimes break friendſhip, 
and ſwallow up an eſtate ſo contended for, 

He made his youngeſt brother, George Smith, who had ſerena 
children, and his nephew, by his ſiſter, John Wood, his execu- 
tors. 

This will is ſaid to be reviewed and corrected by him, after the 
death of his nephew, William Smith, of Walden, (the ſon, à it 
ſeems, of his ſecond brother, John Smith,) Feb. 18, 1576, when 
he ſigned with his hand, every page. All his manors, lands, and 
tenements, he had already given by indenture, made beween him, 
on the one part, and Francis Walſingham, ſecretary to the Queen, 
2 Altham, Henry Archer, Eſqrs. Humphry Mitchel, and 

is nephew, John Wood, on the other part, bearing date Feb. 4 
in the 19th year of the Queen. This will was proved, 15 Aug 
1577, before Tho. Yale, by John Wood, that is, three days 2. 
ter Sir Thomas's death; and by George Smith, not before May 
14, 1578. Ido not meet with many bequeſts of charity, in th 
will, becauſe thoſe acts he ſeemed to have done, as the wiſeſt an 
ſureſt courſe, in his life time, when himſelf might ſee them tru 
and juſtly performed. 

He was buried in the chancel of the pariſh church of Theydot- 
Mount, where he died: on the north ſide whereof, at the upper 


end, there ſtill remains a fair monument, dedicated to his me- 
mor}: 
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mory : tho? the church hath ſince been beat down by lightning, 
and rebuilt by his nephew, Sir William Smith. 

He is repreſented by a ſtatue of marble, lying upon his right 
fide, in armour, a looſe robe about him, with the arms of the 
knighthood of the garter, upon the left arm of the ſaid robe, de- 
noting him chancellor of the garter : ow under an arch, or 
ſemicircle z on which is engraven this Engliſh ſtanza :

him knighted, in Croyton-Bay. He was alſo with that admiral, 
when he was drowned in the attempt on Breſt, and attended the

VIII. and had from that King, ſeveral beneficial 
grants of lands, belonging to the diſſolved abbeys in Norfolk, arid 
elſewhere. He married Suſan, daughter of Sir Roger Townſhend, 
of Raynham, in Norfolk, Knt. and was father of, 1. Roger; 
2. Sir Francis Wyndham, a judge of the court of common: lea, 
21 Eliz, and 3. Thomas; (as alſo of three daughters, married 
into the families of Heveningham, Pope, and Coningſby.) His 
ſons dying without iflue, the manors of Felbrigge, and Croun- 
thorpe, and the creſt of the ancient patrimony of his family, by 
means of an entail, deſcended to the children of his brother. 

Sir John Wyndham, of Orchard, in the county of Somerſet, 
(an eſtate he had in the right of his wife, Elizabeth, daughter and 
coheir of John Sydenham, of Orchard, Eſq;) When the prince 
Mary, daughter of Henry VII. was married to Lewis XII. Rigg 
of France, he went over in her retinue, and ſerved both that King, 
and Francis I. in places of good account, (as appears by the in- 
ſcription on his tomb, in St. Decaman's church, the burial place 
of the family of Sydenham.) He was knighted at the coronation 
of Edw. VI. after which, he lived at Orchard, to a great age, and

Sir Thomas Wyndham, another fon of Edmond's, (according 
to ſome pedigrees, the eldeſt,) was of Kentsford, and married 
e) Elizabeth, daughter of Richard Coningſby, of Hampton- 
court, in com, Heref, Eſq; and had ſeveral children; moſt of his 
ſons engaged in the ſervice of King Charles I. colonel Francis 
Wyndham, his fourth ſon, is memorable for conducting King 
Charles II. to his ſeat, at Trent, after the battle of Worceſter, 
where he entertained the King with the following remarkable 
paſſage of his father, Sir Thomas Wyndham, Who, not long 
before his death, in the year 1636, called unto him his five ſons, 
© (having not ſeen them together in ſome years before,) and diſ- 
© courſed unto us, (ſaid he, ) of the loving peace and proſperity 
this kingdom had enjoyed under its three laſt glorious mo- 
* narchs ; of the many miſeries and calamities which lay ſore 
© upon our anceſtors, by the ſeveral invaſions and conqueſts of 
foreign nations, and likewiſe by inteſtine inſurrections and re- 
bellions. And notwithſtanding the ſtrange mutations and 
* changes in England, he ſhewed how it pleaſed God, in love to 
* our nation, to preſerve an undoubted ſucceſſion of Kings, ta fit 
on the regal throne. He mentioned the healing conjunction of 
the two houſes of York, and Lancaſter, and the bleſſed union 
* of the two crowns of England, and Scotland, ſtopping up thoſe 
* fountains of blood, which, by national feuds and quarrels kept 
" open, had like to have drowned the whole iſland. He faid, he 
* feared the beautiful garment of peace, would ſhortly be torn in 
pieces, through the neglect of magiſtrates, the general corrup- 
tion of manners, and the prevalence of a puritanical faction, 
which, (if not prevented,) would undermine the very pillars of 
government. My ſons! we have hitnerto ſeen ſerene and 
quiet times; but now prepare your ſelves for cloudy and trou- 
* blelome, I command you to honour and obey our gracious 
* ſovereign, and in all times to adhere to the crown ; and though 
the crown ſhould hang upon a buth, I charge you, forſake it not. 
* Theſe words being ſpoken with much carnefineſs, both in ge-

Cantab. Eſq; knight of the ſhire for that eounty. The third ſon 
of Sir John Wyndham, of Orchard, (by the daughter and coheir of 
Sydenham, ) was, Hugh (5), anceſtor to the Wyndhams, of Wive- 
liſcombe; 4.
